Gentlemen of the Council: 


The year just closed has been one in 
which our main objective was to lend our 
whole-hearted support to the War effort 
and the allied problems incidental thereto. 


The manpower and facilities at our com- 
mand have been utilized in close coopera- 
tion with State and Federal agencies, in 
any and all undertakings, to promote the 
general welfare of our people through out 
the State and Nation during this war 
period. 


We approach the new year with a good 
financial reserve on hand. Our City has 
established an enviable record among cities, 
in our class, for reduction in bonded debt 
and maintenance of a sound financial posi- 
tion. For this we have received National 
comment. f 

On January 1, 1948, our bonded debt, to 
be retired from taxation, amounted to 
$322,000, or $4.09 per capita. This was 
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reported by the Detroit Bureau of Govern- 
mental Research, as being the lowest of 
any City in the United States. 


Our present bonded debt amounts to 
$215,800, a reduction of $106,200, making 
a $2.75 per capita tax rate. These bonds 
mature serially during the next nine years, 
but it would seem desirable to amortize 
these in their entirety during the next two 
years with War Bond purchases. 


Our policy of future or post-war re- 
serves should be continued. This will pro- 
vide additional funds for increased post- 
war employment by the City, which may be 
absolutely essential, and also make a fur- 
ther contribution to the War effort by the 
purchase of War Bonds. | 


Favorable future ie bc progress is 
being made by our various Boards and De- 
partments for immediate civic need and 
future need. Some of this will require 
definite advance Council commitment and 
direction, namely, the-area necessary to 
long range improvement and need for City 
and County offices and the Departments to 
be accommodated, and the area necessary to 
the proposed consolidation of Police and 
Fire Department facilities as are now being 
considered by the Police and Fire Board. 


Every avenue of support should be given 
to the Capitol Planning Commission as re- 
gards the Capitol Development area. 


It appears to be an economical function 
of State Government to add to their Plan- 
ning program a building in this area suit- 
able to house many agencies of Govern- 
ment, under one roof. This I believe would 
not only add to the efficiency of State 
Government but would materially add to 
our City as well. 


I believe there is much promise for the 
advancement of Lansing in the proposed 
re-location of the Vocational School and 
Armory property. We should carefully and 
earnestly survey these possibilities. 


We should re-establish a centralized Pur-: 
chasing Department and give to it sup- 
porting Legislation. 


The establishment of a_ rehabilitation 
Council or Committee will be necessary and 
essential to assist our personnel returning 
from War activities. 


Traffic is an ever present menace, and 
while great improvement has been made 
we must continue to promote Traffic Safety 
and lend support to those agencies engaged 
in accident preventative work. 


Lansing’s public facilities have gradu- 
ally, yet constantly expanded to meet a 
growing need commensurate with those of 
other communities. This has been ac- 
complished by a reasonable tax rate on a 
pay as you go basis. This policy will 
encourage home ownership and attract in- 
dustry. It should be continued. 


I wish to thank the members of this 
Council and those connected with our vari- 
ous Departments for the splendid support 
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and cooperation given me during my. tenure 

in this office. It is my wish and hope this 

can continue, and Lansing will go forward.

LANSING CHILDREN’S HOME 


Meetings 


The Board of Control of the Lansing 
Children’s Home held its first meeting on 
December 3, 1943. Since that time the 
Board has had four other meetings. Three 
of the five meetings were attended by five 
members; the other two meetings were 
attended by the full Board of six. In 
addition to the five regular meetings the 
Board met on three occasions for the pur- 
pose of interviewing the parents of the 
children in the Lansing Children’s Home. 


Actions Taken 


1. Effective February 1, 1944, the Boarding 
rate will be $7.50 per week instead of 
$5.00. This increase was based upon 
the estimated costs of maintaining a 
child in the LCH for a 1-day period. 
The Board, after reviewing the facts in 
any particular case, may make a reduc- 
tion in this rate. 


2. A set of policies governing admissions 
to the Home has been worked out and 
put into effect. 

3. A Boarding and Medical Agreement has 
been worked out. This agreement is to 
be signed by all parents or-guardians of 
children in the LCH. 


4. A letter was sent to each of the 14 
parents who had children in the LCH 
asking them to come in for an inter- 
view with the Board. Seven of these 
14 parents responded. Boarding rates 
and the temporary, emergency nature of 
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the Home was discussed with them. As 
a result .of these interviews four parents 
agreed to pay the increased rate. In 
three cases the rate was not raised. A 
letter is being sent to those seven par- 
ents who did not respond informing 
them that they will be expected to pay 
the full boarding rate of $7.50 begin- 
ning February 1, 1944. 


5. The Michigan Children’s Aid Society 
has been designated as the Admitting 
Agency for the Home. All admissions 
will be reviewed by the Board of Con- 
trol. 


6. A Program for Counselling with Chil- 
dren and Parents to work out plans for 
future care of the children in the LCH 
has been agreed upon. 


Actions to Be Taken 


1. A system of financial and social record 
keeping is in the process of being 
worked out. 


2. An inventory of food on hand is 
scheduled for February 1, 1944. 


38. A system of accounting whereby actual 
rather than estimated costs can be com- 
puted is being worked out. | 


4. A plan whereby the health of the chil- 
dren can be more. adequately safe- 
guarded needs to be worked out. 


5. A recreation program with competent 
leadership is needed and must be worked 
out soon. 


Summary 


The Board of Control has been in agree- 
ment on every issue raised. Each decision 
reached and each action taken has been 
unanimously agreed to. Each member has 
given generously of his time and has shown 
great interest in the LCH. 


The personnel of the LCH and those 
parents who have been seen have reacted 
favorably to the suggestions put forward 
by the Board.

An investigation to determine eligi- 
bility and need will be done by the 
MCAS before a child is admitted to 
the Home except in an emergency as 
cited in No. 2. In the investigation 
the admitting agency will consider 
other types of placement plans since 
placement in the LCH is looked upon 
as a “last resort’? placememnt. ' 
Boys 12 and over. and girls 16 and 
over will not be admitted to the Home. 
In an_ over-night emergency older 
children may be accepted. 

The LCH is to be operated as a tem- 
porary emergency shelter. Children are 
to be moved out of the Home as 
quickly as possible and no child shall 
remain over 90 days except after the 
Board of Control has reviewed the de- 
tails of the case and has recommended 
an extension of time. 

Each child must have a medical exam- 
ination before being admitted to the 
Home. In emergency admittances the 
child shall be kept in the isolation 
room of the Home until he has been 
examined. It is the parents’ responsi- 
bility to provide for the medical ex-« 
amination. 

Fees shall be set by the Board of Con- 
trol. Any deviation from the estab- 
lished fee shall be made only on the 
recommendation of the Board of Con- 
trol. Payments are to be made only 
at LCH. Efforts to collect past due 
accounts shall be made through the 
City Attorney’s office. Past due ac- 
counts shall be reviewed at each meet- 
ing of the Board of Control. 
Children who have mental or physical 
defects which in the opinion of the ad- 
mitting agency would be detrimental to 
themselves or to the other children in 
the Home shall not be admitted. 
Wards of the Probate Court shall pay 
full boarding rate unless otherwise de- 
termined by the Board of Control. 
(Other agencies to be worked out.) 
Legal settlement in the City of Lan- 
sing shall be a requirement except on 
an emergency admittance. 

Parents will be required to give 24- 
hour notice to the superintendent be- 
fore withdrawing their child. Should 
a parent wish to withdraw his child 
with or without the knowledge of the 
cooperating agency (see Admissions 
and Counselling program), it would be 
the responsibility of the superintendent 
to notify the cooperating agency of the 
child’s withdrawal not later than the 
following working day. 

A set of regulations under which the 
LCH operates shall be drawn up and 
agreed to in writing by the parents at 
the time the child is admitted. This 
set of regulations shall include among 
others. (1) A Boarding Agreement 
covering boarding rate, hours of sm 
ing, policies of release, etc.; and (2) A 
Medical Agreement. 

No children shall be accepted for part- 
time care. (Special cases subject to 
other above considerations.)

Children will be released only to the 
parent who brought them in. Children 
will not be released to anyone other 
than the parent or legal guardian. 


Medical Agreement 


Special medicine or special food must 
be supplied by the parent or paid for 
over and above the boarding rate. 
Parents must provide for the medical 
and dental needs of their children. 
Medical or dental care will be arranged 
only after the parent or legal guardian 
has been notified except in an emer- 
gency..

ORDINANCES 


The Ordinance Committee introduced the following ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


PARKING METERS 
Ordinance No. 130 


An Ordinance to amend Section 3 of an Ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance relating to 
traffic and regulating the use of public streets and highways of the City of Lansing; 
providing for the installation, regulation and control of the use of parking meters and 
parking meter zones; defining parking meter zones; providing for enforcement and penalty 
for violation thereof; and providing that invalidity of part shall not affect the validity 
of remainder.”’ 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 3. The Mayor or Traffic Engineer shall provide for installation of meters, 
including curb or street marking lines, regulation and operation thereof, and shal] maintain 
said meters in good workable condition. Meters shall be placed upon the curb next to 
individual parking places and meters shall be so constructed as to display a signal showing 
legal parking upon deposit therein of the proper coin, or coins, of the United States as 
indicated by instructions on said meter; and for a period of time conforming to the parking 
limits of the City of Lansing, said signal to remain in evidence until expiration of said 
parking period so designated, at which time a dropping of signal or some other mechanical 
operation shall indicate expiration of said parking period. 


TRAFFIC ORDINANCE 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the following ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to amend Sections 14, 15a and b, 338, 33a, 33c, 35, 39, 48a, 48b, 88a, 94, 
95a and b, of ordinance entitled: “An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets 
of the City of Lansing and repealing Ordinance No. 167 and all other ordinances and 
sections of ordinances in conflict herewith.’’ 
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The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 14, 15a and b, 338, 33a, 38c, 35, 39, 48a, 48b, 88a, 94, 95a and b, of 
an ordinance entitled: ‘‘An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets of the City 
of Lansing and repealing Ordinance No. 167 and all other ordinances and sections of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby amended to read as follows:” 


TRAFFIC ENGINEER TO DESIGNATE CROSSWALK 


Section 14. The Traffic Engineer is hereby authorized to establish and to designate and 
shall thereafter maintain, or cause to be maintained, by appropriate devices, marks or lines 
upon the surface of the roadway, crosswalks at intersections where, in his opinion, there 
is particular danger of pedestrians crossing the roadway, and at such other places as he 
may deem necessary. 


TRAFFIC ENGINEER TO DESIGNATE SAFETY ZONE 


Section 15. (a) The Traffic Engineer, subject to the approval of the City Council, shall 
establish safety zones of such kind and character and at such places as he may deem 
necessary for the protection of pedestrians. 


(b) The Traffic Engineer is also authorized to mark lanes for traffic on street pavements 
at such places as he may deem advisable consistent with the provisions of this Ordinance. 


ONE HOUR PARKING 


Section 38. All vehicles except as herein noted shall be parked parallel to and with the 
right side of the car within twelve inches of the curb. (a) The driver of a vehicle shall 
not park such vehicle on the same side of the street in any one block for longer than one 
hour between the hours of 8:00 A. M. and 6:00 P. M. except on those streets where the 
time limit is shown as being from 6:00 A. M. to 2:00 A. M. of any day except Sundays and 
legal holidays in the following described districts:

Every driver of a “vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any police 
officer at such intersection. ; 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
- police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The traffic commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
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. 


above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word “Stop”? and such signs to be 
located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible from a 
distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

On Pine Street at Both Entrances to Ottawa Street 

On Walnut Street at Both Entrances to Ottawa Street 

On Pacific Avenue at Both Entrances to Lyons Avenue 

On North Street at Both Entrances to Turner Street 

On Townsend Street at Both Entrances to Washtenaw Street

DUTY TO REPORT ACCIDENT 


Section 88 (A) The driver of every motor vehicle involved in an accident resulting in 
injury or death to any person or damage to any property shall forthwith report such acci- 
dent to Police Headquarters of this City. All accident reports made under this section shall 
be without prejudice, and shall be for the information of the Police Department only, except 
that the Police Department may issue statistical reports based thereon. The fact that any 
person has made a written report of an accident shall be admissible in evidence solely to 
prove compliance with this section, but no such report or any part thereof or statement 
contained therein shall be admissible in evidence for any other purpose in any trial, civil or 
criminal, arising out of such accident. 


MEMBERSHIP AND TERM OF OFFICE 


Section 94. An official Traffic Commission is hereby created for the City of Lansing 
to consist of 7 members as follows: 5 citizens, the member of the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment who is designated as the officer-in-charge of the Accident Prevention Bureau, and one 
alderman of the City of Lansing, appointed annually by the Mayor, by and with the consent 
of the City Council. The 5 citizen members shall be appointed by the Mayor, by and with 
the consent of the Council, on the first Monday in May or as soon thereafter as may be, for 
terms of 5 years each, provided, further, that of the citizen members first appointed, one 
shall be appointed for a term of one year, one for a term of two years, one for a term of 
three years, one for a term of four years, one for a term of five years. Upon the expira- 
tion of said terms successors shall be appointed in like manner for terms of 5 years each 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified. Vacancies shall be filled in the same 
manner as is provided for appointment in the first instance. 


DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


_ Section 95. (a) The Traffic Commission shall appoint ‘a Traffic Engineer and provide 
for a Traffic Violation Bureau. 
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(b) The Traffic Engineer shall also act as Secretary of the Traffic Commission. It shall 
be the duty of the Traffic Engineer to be responsible for all matters pertaining to traffic 
eontrol, including the type, location, removal, transfers, timing and maintenance of traffic 
signals; the type, location, removal, transfer, and maintenance of all regulatory warning 
and directional signs and/or any other traffic control signs; he shall be responsible for the 
laying out, painting and maintenance of all traffic lines for pedestrian safety lanes, road- 
ways, traffic lanes divisions, direction arrangement and warning signs painted on the public 
streets; he shall make studies of vehicular and pedestrian traffic effecting the safety of 
the public upon the streets; to maintain a record of street accidents, their locations and 
causes; to suggest and recommend to the City Council, means to reduce traffic accidents 
and minimize street traffic congestion. He shall cooperate with all City departments, par- 
ticularly with regards to street widening, new street locations, driveways, approaches and 
street lighting; to cooperate with the legal department of the City, regarding laws, rules 
and regulations and with the police department. in matters of éngineering for traffic safety 
enforcement; to promote an educational campaign for traffic safety among Civic clubs, in 


the schools and through other agencies.

At a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
held on February 4th, the Commission 
took under consideration the request of 
the Motor Wheel Corporation for the in- 
stallation of a traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Larch Street and North Street. 


There is considerable traffic at this in- 
tersection, especially during shift changes, 
as well as a large number of pedestrians 
crossing Larch Street at this point. 


At the present time, traffic at this in- 
tersection is handled by one of the Motor 
Wheel Plant Protection Officers but during 
the hours of darkness it is rather difficult 
to observe this officer and his presence in 
the street is rather dangerous. 


It is proposed that if a signal is in- 
stalled at this location, it would operate 
only during those periods when the fac- 
tory shifts are changing #nd the balance 
of the time it would operate as a flasher. 


Since most of the benefit to be derived 
from this signal would be for the Motor 
Wheel Corporation, they are agreeable to 
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the purchase of the necessary equipment 
which amounts to $326.00 with the cost 
of the installation, which amounts to about 
$150.00, being borne by the City.

After some time spent in the Committee of The Whole, the committee arose and through 
its chairman reported that it had considered an ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to amend 
Sections 14, 15a & b, 33, 38a, 33c, 35, 39, 48a, 48b, 88a, 95a & b of an Ordinance entitled 
‘An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets of the City of Lansing and repeal-

ing Ordinance 167 and all other ordinances and sections of ordinances in conflict herewith, 
and recommend that the ordinance. be passed with the following amendments: 


Amend the title to read as follows: 


An Ordinance to amend Sections 14, 15a and b, 33a, 33b, 33c, 35, 36, 39, 48a, 48b, 88a, 94, 
95a and b and to add a new section to be known as 33d of ordinance entitled: ‘“‘An Ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets of the City of Lansing and repealing Ordinance 
No. 167 and all other ordinances and sections of ordinances in conflict herewith.” 


And that the proposed amendments to Sections 33, 38a, 38c, 35, 39 read as follows and 
that the following amendments be made to Sections 33b and 36:

CITY OF LANSING 
EMPLOYMENT RULES AND 
REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption ‘of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
City Employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board. 


1. RECOGNITION: Any individual 
employee, group of employees, or their 
representative, shall have the right and 


’ privilege of appearing before the Depart- 


ment Head, the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee of the City Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally and/ 
or with his representative report said 
grievances to the foreman and if after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he and/or his representative may 
go directly to the Department Head, and 
if, after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Department Head has 
ignored his grievance or the same has not 
been settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or 
his representative may go directly to the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council, and if after a reasonable time the 
employee feels that the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council has ignored 
his grievance, or the same has not been 
settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or his 
representative may go to the City Council 
as a whole. 


8. HOURS: Forty hours shall be recog- 
nized as a work week, and eight hours as 
a work day, for which the regular hourly 
rate shall be paid and time and one-half 
thereafter shall be paid to hourly or 
weekly employees. All employees who work 
four or more hours between 7:00 P. M. 


and 8:00 A. M. shall receive 5c per hour . 


premium pay for each hour, up to eight 
hours, worked in that shift. This premium 
of 5c per hour is to be added to the total 
wages and does not increase the pay rate. 

4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
given a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 
and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon enter- 
ing the service, shall be reinstated to such 
position or one comparable to it, with 
such seniority rights as they had when 
entering the service: Provided, that appli- 
cation be made within 90 days after such 
discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
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leave of absence shall retain his seniority 
upon his return to city employment. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the city. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the city shall immediately 
forfeit all seniority rights and any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the city and who is not re-employed by 
the city within one year, shall forfeit all 
accumulated seniority. 


5. BULLETIN BOARD$: Each depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ed to report for work and finds no work 
available shall receive a minimum of two 
hours of “hour pay” at the regular hourly 
rate. 


7 SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave. Em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first 
week per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for period 
not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave for 
current year. Maximum in any case not 
to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability unless employee 
has been disabled for 10 consecutive days 
in which case sick leave shall start from 
first day of disability. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with the Salary, Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the City Council and it shall be 
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the duty of the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee to bring the question before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 


tion. 


9. VACATION: All regular full time 
city employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing 
shall receive vacation with pay under the 
following rules: 


(a) Regular hourly rate employees shall 


be entitled to two calendar weeks vaca- 


tion per calendar year if accrued and 
earned, which shall be predicated upon one 
day of vacation for each 180 hours em- 
ployed, but not to exceed two calendar 
weeks, and they shall be paid during said 
vacation period on the basis of the normal 
work week for the job or class of work 
on which they are regularly employed, and 
at the authorized rate of pay at the time 
the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of a 
five day work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 

(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to va- 
cation leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight- 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee may, upon written ap- 
plication to the Department Head, elect 
to waive his rights to his vacation and 
continue to work instead, receiving there- 
for his regular pay in addition to his va- 
cation pay. Such decision to be left to 
the Department Head and Labor Relations 
Committee. ; 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1944 the accrual of time 
employed shall begin on May 1, 1943. Va- 
cation schedules for employees of all de- 
partments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations together with any 
amendment shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board. 


11. GENERAL POLICY: It shall be 
the policy of the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee to annually present the rules and regu- 
lations not later than the first regular 
Council meeting held in March of each 
year.

Such representa- 
tive, shall have not less than two years 
seniority to qualify: Provided, that an 
employee or group of employees may desig- 
nate in writing any person to appear for 
them. before the City Council.

CITY OF LANSING 
EMPLOYMENT RULES AND 
REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
City employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board. 


1. RECOGNITION: Any individual em- 
ployee, group of employees, or their rep- 
resentative, shall have the right and privi- 
lege of appearing before the Department 
Head, the Labor Relations Committee of 
the City Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally, 
and/or with his representative report said 
grievance to the Foreman and if after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he and/or his representative may 
go directly to the Department Head, and 
if, after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Department Head has ignored 
his grievance or the same has not been 
settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or his 
representative may go directly to the Labor 
Relations Committee of the City Council, 
and if after a reasonable time the em- 
ployee feels that the Labor Relations Com- 
mittee of the City Council has ignored 
his grievance, or the same has not been 
settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or his 
representative may go to the City Council 
as a whole. 


8. HOURS: Forty hours shall be recog- 
nized as a work week, and eight hours as 
a work day, for which the regular hourly 
rate shall be paid and time and one-half 
thereafter shall be paid to hourly or 
weekly employees. All employees who work 
four or more hours between 7:00 P.M. and 
8:00 A. M. shall receive 5c per hour 
premium pay for each hour, up to eight 
hours, worked in that shift. This premium 
of 5c per hour is to be added to the total 
wages and does not increase the pay rate. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
given a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 


and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon en- 
tering the service, shall be reinstated to 
such position or one comparable to it with 
seniority rights computed to the date of 
reentering city employment; Provided, that 
application be made within 90 days after 
such discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
leave of absence shall retain his seniority 


‘upon his return to city employment. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the city. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 


employment with the city shall immediately 


forfeit all seniority rights and any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the city and who is not re-employed by the 
city within one year, shall forfeit all ac- 
cumulated seniority. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ed to report for work and finds no work 
available shall receive a minimum of two 
hours of “hour pay’’ at the regular hourly 
rate. 


7. SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave. Em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 
2 years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 


5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per 


week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first 
week per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to 
exceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave 
for current year. Maximum in any case 
not to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


‘No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability unless employee has 
been disabled for 10 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from 
first day of disability. 
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No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8 WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with the Salary, Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the City Council and it shall be the 
duty of the Salary, Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to bring the question before the City 
Council as a whole for final disposition.

- 9. VACATION: All regular full time 
city employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) Regular hourly rate employees shall 
be entitled to two calendar weeks vacation 
per calendar year if accrued and earned, 
which shall be predicated upon one day of 
vacation for each 180 hours employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks, and they 
shall be paid during said vacation period 
on the basis of the normal work week for 
the job or class of work on which they 
are regularly employed, and at the author- 
ized rate of pay at the time the vacation 
is taken.. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but not 
to exceed two calendar weeks per year and 
they shall be paid on the basis of a five 
day work week at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to va- 
cation leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and _ shall 
be paid therefor on the basis of five eight- 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee may, upon written 
application to the Department Head, elect 
to waive his rights to his vacation and 
continue to work instead, receiving there- 
for his regular pay in addition to his vaca- 
tion pay. Such decision to be left to the 
Department Head and Labor Relations 
Committee. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1944 the accrual of time em- 
ployed shall begin on May 1, 1943. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees. of all de- 
partments shall be developed by the 
Department Heads. It shall be the policy 
of each Department Head to schedule va- 
cations over as wide a period as possible 
eee to eliminate the necessity of extra 

elp. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations together with any 
amendment shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board. 
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11. REPRESENTATIVE: Any person 
representing an individual employee or 
group of employees, shall be an actual 
employee of the City in the department 
from which the employee or employees are 
to be represented, or any other department 
of the City which is not controlled by a 
board. Such representative shall have not 
less than two years seniority to qualify. 


12. GENERAL POLICY: It shall be 
the policy of the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee to annually present the rules and regu- 
lations not later than the first regular 
Council meeting held in March of each 
year.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by W. R. C. Smith, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND 
LICENSE SECONDHAND DEALERS. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. No person, corporation, part- 
nership, or firm shall hereafter carry on 
the business of dealing in, buying, selling, 
and exchanging secondhand goods, articles, 
and merchandise, without first having ob- 
tained a license from the City Clerk as 
hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 2. Any person, corporation, partner- 
ship, or firm desiring to engage in the 
business of dealing in, buying, selling, and 
exchanging secondhand goods, articles, and 
merchandise shall make application to the 
City Clerk, who is authorized to grant such 
license upon approval of the Chief of 
Police and the Council and payment of a 
license fee of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars 
and filing a bond: in the penal sum of 
Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, payable 
to the City of Lansing, such bond to be 
signed by two or more sureties or by a 
Surety Company qualified to do business 
in this State, and approved by the Coun- 
cil and conditioned on the faithful per- 
formance by the licensee of all provisions 
of this ordinance. Such licenses shall be 
granted for a period of one year or less, 
but not in any event beyond the first Mon- 
day in May, next succeeding the issuance 
thereof. In case a license shall be issued 
for less than one year, the fee shall be 
proportionately reduced. Such license shall 
designate the particular place where such 
licensee shall carry on said business and 
no licensee shall carry on said business at 
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any place other than as designated in such 
license. Such license shall not be trans- 
ferrable. 


Sec. 3. No keeper of any secondhand 
store shall receive any article by way of 
pledge or pawn, nor shall such keeper loan 
or advance any money on the security of 
any article or thing without first having 
taken out a license as a pawnbroker in 
addition to the license required herein. 


Sec. 4. Any person, corporation, partner- 
ship, or firm whose business is that of 
dealing in, buying, selling, storing, and 
exchanging secondhand goods, articles, or 
merchandise of any kind, including lead 
pipe, tools, lighting fixtures, plumbing fix- 
tures, radios, watches, jewelry, precious 
stones, musical instruments, electrical 
motors, electrical appliances, fire arms, 
automotive parts and accessories, bicycles, 
clothing, wearing apparel, and micrometers, 
is hereby defined as a secondhand dealer. 
Secondhand and used furniture and tires 
when such tires are removed from the 
vehicle to which said tires are attached 
in the presence of the person receiving 
them are excluded from the provisions 
hereof. 


Sec. 5. Such licensee as defined in the pre- 
ceding Section shall post conspicuously in 
his place of business a sign having his 
name and occupation legibly inscribed 
thereon in letters at least six inches high, 
and shall keep a separate book open to 
inspection by a member of the _ police 
force, sheriff, constable, or other person, 
in which shall be written in the English 
language, at the time of purchase or ex- 
change of such articles, a description 
thereof, including the trade name and 
serial number, if any, and the name, des- 
cription, and residence of the person from 
whom the same was purchased and re- 
ceived, and the day and hour when such 
purchase or exchange was made. Each 
entry shall be numbered consecutively. 


Sec. 6. Such articles, purchased or ex- 
changed shall be retained by the purchaser 
thereof, for at least fifteen (15) days be- 
fore disposing of them in an accessible 
place in the building where such articles 
are purchased and received. A tag shall 
be attached to such articles in some visible 
and convenient place, with the number 
written thereupon, to correspond with the 
entry number in such book and such pur- 
chaser shall prepare and deliver on Monday 
of each week to the Chief of Police, before 
twelve (12) o’clock noon, a legible and 
correct copy, on cards furnished by the 
Police Department, written in the English 
language from such book, containing a 
description of each article purchased or 
received during the preceding week, the 
hour and day when the purchase was made, 
and the description of the person from 
whom it was purchased. Such statement 
shall be verified by the affidavit of the 
person subscribing his name thereto. Pro- 
vided, however, That this section shall not 
apply to old rags, waste paper and house- 
hold goods: Provided further, That nothing 
herein contained shall make it necessary 
for the purchaser to retain articles pur- 
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chased from individuals, firms or corpora- 
tions having a fixed place of business after 
said articles shall have been reported. 


Sec. 7. No person shall purchase or re- 
ceive by sale, barter or exchange or other- 
wise, any article mentioned in this ordin- 
ance from any person between the hours 
of nine (9) P. M. and seven (7) A. M. 
nor from any person who is at the time 
intoxicated or from an habitual drunkard 
or from any person known by said second- 
hand dealer to be a thief or any associate 
of thieves or receiver of stolen property 
or from any person he has reason to sus- 
pect of being such, nor from any minor 
under the age of eighteen (18) years, with- 
out the written consent of the parent or 
guardian of such minor. 


Sec. 8. In every case where said licensee 
shall purchase or receive any musical in- 
strument, jewelry, precious stones, watches, 
radios, electric motors, electric appliances, 
or fire arms, said person shall take, on 
the card furnished by the Police Depart- 
ment, in addition to the requirements of 
Section 6, a leigble print of the thumb of 
the right hand of the person from whom 
said article is received, and if said person 
has no right thumb, then the legible print 
of the thumb of the left hand or a finger 
which shall be so identified in writing by 
the licensee. ° 


Sec. 9. Every person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $100.00 
or by imprisonment not to exceed ninety 
(90) days or both such fine or imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court. In 
case any person, corporation, co-partner- 
ship or firm or any of their employees 
shall be found guilty of violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance the license 
issued to such person, corporation, partner- 
ship or firm shall be deemed to have been 
revoked ipso facto, and such person, cor- 
poration, partnership or firm shall not be 
permitted to carry on such business in the 
City of Lansing for a period of one year 
after such conviction. 


Sec. 10. Ordinance No. 56 entitled, ‘“‘An 
ordinance relative to buying and selling 
secondhand goods and licensing the person 
engaged therein,’’ adopted on May 1, 1908, 
is hereby repealed.

On March 27th, a petition was filed with 
the City Council asking for a change in 
he bus route of the Olds-South Cedar bus 
ine.

The Traffic Commission for some time 
has believed that additional protection was 
needed for children finding it necessary 
to cross heavily traveled streets in going 
to and coming from school. 


As a result of this belief, the Traffic 
Engineer was requested to make a survey 
of traffic conditions on South Logan 
Street in the vicinity of the Barnes Avenue 
School and on West Saginaw Street, in the 
vicinity of the Holy Cross and Verlinden 
Avenue Schools. 


This survey indicated an average daily 
trafic of approximately 5800 vehicles on 
both streets with the peak traffic periods 
coming in the morning and afternoon when 
the children were either going to or coming 
from school. The survey also indicated that 
it was necessary for 291 children to cross 
Logan Street four times a day and 258 
children crossing Saginaw Street four 
times a day. 


Investigation showed that the protection 
given by the school crossing officers was 
not sufficient for complete protection for 
the children crossing the street as these 
officers reported that on many occasions 
the motorists paid no attention to their 
Stop signs. The investigation also showed 
that the school crossing officers did not 
report for work until 8:15 A. M. while the 
children attending the parochial schools 
had to be in school by 8:00 A. M. This 
indicated that the children going to the 
parochial schools were not given any pro- 
tection whatsoever in the morning hours. 


The Traffic Commission recommends, 
therefore, that the City Council consider 
the installation of three school signals, at 
the following intersections: Logan Street 
at Barnes Avenue; Saginaw Street at Ver- 
linden Avenue; Saginaw Street at Jenison 
Avenue; and that the school crossing 
policeman be required to be on duty in 
time to provide protection for the chil- 
dren attending the parochial schools, which 
begin at 8:00 A. M. 


These school signals would operate only 
during the actual times when the chil- 
dren were going to and coming from 
school and the balance of the time they 
would operate as a flasher. In this man- 
ner they would permit a minimum of de- 
lay to motor vehicle traffic on the street, 
while affording maximum protection to the 
children crossing the street. 


It is proposed that the operation of the 
school signal would be handled either by 
the school crossing officer or by a selected 
school patrol boy, either detail of which 
could be worked out in cooperation with 
the Traffic Engineer and Sgt. Harry Snider 
of the School Safety Patrol. - 


If these recommendations are approved 
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by the Council, the signals will be installed 
during the summer months and be ready 
for operation when school starts in Sep- 
tember.

After further study of the taxi cab situ- 
ation the Traffic Commission desires to 
amend its previous recommendation to read 
as follows: 


“Reserve the space on the south side 
of Allegan Street from the corner of 
Washington Avenue to the Capital 
Savings and Loan Building for the use 
of taxi cabs.” 


This will require the removal of three 
parking meters, one of which can be placed 
in the front of the east end of the Capi- 
tal Savings and Loan Building which will 
reduce their building entrance sufficient to 
care for one car but will still save a suffi- 
cient amount of space for the building en- 
trance, one of which can be placed on 
Capitol Avenue on the west side of the 
Olds Hotel and the third one held in re- 
serve. While this will mean the loss of 
one parking meter we believe it should 
be done as a safety measure by requiring 
the taxi cabs to stop only at the curb at 
this loading space and refrain from double 
parking on this street. 


Because of the difficulty in transporta-: 


tion a large’ number of the citizens of 
Lansing must use the taxi cabs and they 


‘are going to the taxi stand in front of the 


Cee eee eee 
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Wilson building which is also the taxi dis- 
patching office, and at the present time 
are being loaded into the cabs in the street. 
Due to the shortage of taxi cabs and the 
necessity of conserving rubber and gas it 
is necessary for the taxi cab company to 
load each cab to capacity when possible. 
Therefore, the cabs are each delayed some- 
what at the loading space and as they 
cannot all park at the curb, there is gener- 
ally two rows of these cabs and it causes 
congestion which makes it difficult for cars 
to make a righthand turn and is a hazard 
for the Fire Department coming out to 
this corner and for those boarding the cabs. 


Since a large part of the public are go- 
ing to the cab stand for cabs and since the 
cabs are now performing more or less of 
a bus service, it is our opinion that it 
will accommodate the public to a great ex- 
tent to have this general loading space 
and in: order to make it a safe operation 
and to avoid congestion it will be necessary 
that the cabs all park at the curb for 
loading and unloading and if this space 
is granted we believe it should be done 
with this definite understanding.

CITY OF LANSING 
EMPLOYMENT RULES AND 
REGULUATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
City Employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board. 


1. RECOGNITION: Any = individual 
employee, group of employees, or their 
representative, shall have the right and 
privilege of appearing before the Depart- 
ment Head, the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee of the City Council or the City Council. 
Except that any employee or group of 
employees may designate in writing, any 
person they desire to represent them before 
the City Council or the Labor Relations 
Committee of the Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally and/ 
or with his representative report said 
grievances to the foreman and if after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the foreman has ignored his grieyance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he and/or his representative may 
go directly to the Department Head, and 
if, after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Department Head has 
ignored his grievance or the same has not 
been settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or 
his representative may .go directly to the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council, and if after a reasonable time the 
employee feels that the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council has ignored 
his grievance, or the same has not been 
settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or his 


representative may go to the City Council 


as a whole. 


38. HOURS: Forty hours shall be recog- 
nized as a work week, and eight hours as 
a work day, for which the regular hourly 
rate shall be paid and time and one-half 
thereafter shall be paid to hourly or 
weekly employees. All employees who work 
four or more hours between 7:00 P. M. 
and 8:00 A. M. shall receive Ec per hour 
premium pay for each hour, up to eight 
hours, worked in that shift. This premium 
of 5c per hour is to. be added to the total 
wages and does not increase the pay rate. 


4. SENIORITY : Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of iahalitt 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
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given a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 
and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon enter- 
ing the service, shall be reinstated to such 
position or one comparable to it, with 
such seniority rights as they had when 
entering the service: Provided, that appli- 
cation be made within 90 days after such 
discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
leave of absence shall] retain his seniority 
upon his return to city employment. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the city. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the city shall immediately 
forfeit all seniority rights and any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the city and who is not re-employed by 
the city within one year, shall forfeit all 
accumulated seniority. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ed to report for work and finds no work 
available shall receive a minimum of two 
hours of “hour pay” at the regular hourly 
rate. 


7. SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave. Em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first 
week per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for period 
not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave for 
current year. Maximum in any case not 
to. exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability unless employee 
has been disabled for 10 consecutive days 
in which case sick leave shall start from 
first day of disability. 
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No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with the Salary, Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the City Council and it shall be 
the duty of the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee to bring the question before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


9. VACATION: All regular full time 
city employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing 
shall receive vacation with pay under the 
following rules: 


(a) Regular hourly rate employees shall 
be entitled to two calendar weeks vaca- 
tion per calendar year if accrued and 
earned, which shall be predicated upon one 
day of vacation for each 180 hours em- 
ployed, but not to exceed two calendar 
weeks, and they shall be paid during said 
vacation period on the basis of the normal 
work week for the job or class of work 
on which they are regularly employed, and 
at the authorized rate of pay at the time 
the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of a 
five day work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to va- 
cation leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight- 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee may, upon written ap- 
plication to the Department Head, elect 
to waive his rights to his vacation and 
continue to work instead, receiving there- 
for his regular pay in addition to his va- 
cation pay. Such decision to be left to 
the Department Head and Labor Relations 
Committee. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1944 the accrual of time 
employed shall begin on May 1, 1943. Va- 
cation schedules for employees of all de- 
partments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations together with any 
amendment shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board. 
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11. GENERAL POLICY: It shall be 
the policy of the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee to annually present the rules and regu- 
lations not later than the first regular 
Council meeting held in March of each 
year.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
City employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board. 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
shall have the right and privilege of ap- 
pearing before the Department Head, the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally re- 


port said grievance to the Foreman and . 


if after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Foreman has ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been set- 
tled satisfactorily to him, he may go 
directly to the Department Head, and if, 
after a reasonable time the employee feels 
that the Department Head ‘has ignored 
his grievance or the same has not been 
settled satisfactorily to him, he may go 
directly to the Labor Relations Committee 
of the City Council and if after a reason- 
able time the employee feels that the Labor 
Relations Committee of the City Council 
has ignored his grievance, or the same 
has not been settled satisfactorily to him, 
he may go to the City Council as a whole. 


3. HOURS: Forty hours shall constitute 
a work week, and eight hours a work day, 
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for which the regular hourly rate shall 
be paid and time and one-half thereafter 
shall be paid to hourly employees. All 
employees who work four or more hours 
between 7:00 P. M. and 8:00 A. M. shall 
receive 5c per hour premium pay for each 
hour, up to eight hours, worked in that 
shift. This premium of 5c per hour is 
to be added to the total wages and does 
not increase the pay rate. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
given a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 
and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon enter- 
ing the service, shall be reinstated to such 
position or one comparable to it with 
seniority rights computed to the date of 
reentering city employment; Provided, that 
application be made within 90 days after 
such discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
leave of absence shall retain his seniority 
upon his return to city employment. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the city. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the city shall immediately 
forfeit all seniority rights and any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the city and who is not re-employed by the 
city within one year, shall forfeit all ac- 
cumulated seniority. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ed to report for work with no work avail- 
able shall receive a minimum of two hours 
of “hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7. SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave. Em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up 
to 5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first week 
per year. 
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Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for period 
not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave for 
current year. Maximum in any case not 
to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shqgll start from first 
day of disability. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees re- 
ceive workmen’s compensation. 


8 WAGE AND HOURS: All ques- 
tions concerning wage and hours shall 
be discussed with the Labor Relations 
Committee whose duty it is to discuss such 
matters with the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee of the City Council and it shall 
be the duty of the Salary, Ways and Means 


‘ Committee to bring the question before the 


City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


9. VACATIONS: All regular full time 
city employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shall be given one week vacation with pay 
annually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 3 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
180 hours employed, but not to exceed two 
calendar weeks, and they shall be paid 
during said vacation period on the basis 
of the normal work week for the job or 
class of work on which they are regularly 
employed, and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year if 
accrued and earned which shall be predi- 
cated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of a 
five day work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to va- 
cation leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee, upon request of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights 
to his vacation and continue to work, in- 
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stead, receiving therefor his regular pay 
in addition to his vacation pay. 


_(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1944 the accrual of time em- 
ployed shall begin on May 1, 1948. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations, together with any 
amendment, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board.

An Ordinance to amend the title and 
Section 2 of an Ordinance entitled: ‘“‘An 
Ordinance to prevent animals from run- 
ning at large in the City of Lansing, and 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
city, and to prevent the keeping of poultry, 
rabbits and goats within the residence dis- 
trict of the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation hereof.” 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. The title and Section 2 of 
the Ordinance entitled: ‘“‘An Ordinance to 
prevent animals from running at large in 
the City of Lansing, and to prevent the 
keeping of poultry, rabbits and goats with- 
in the residence district of the City of 
Lansing and providing penalties for the 
violation hereof,’’ are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


TITLE 


An Ordinance to prevent animals from 
running at large in the City of Lansing, 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
city, and to prevent the keeping of horses, 
cows, pigs, poultry, rabbits and goats 
within the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation hereof. 


Section 2. No horses, cows, pigs, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats shall at any time be 
permitted to run at large, and no person 
shall keep or confine any horses, cows, 
pigs, poultry, rabbits or goats on any 
premises or in any stable, pen, coop, barn, 
rabbitry, or poultry park within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Lansing, either 
as owners or agents, within a distance 
of 200 feet from any dwelling house, hotel, 
apartment house, or rooming house, ex- 
cept such places as are now provided for 
by railroads for shipping, provided, how- 
ever, that poultry may be dressed and kept 
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for sale in buildings located in the ‘“C” 
Commercial, “D’’ Industrial, and ‘‘E’’ Un- 
restricted districts of the City of Lansing 
as determined under the provisions of the 
zoning ordinance in case the same build- 
ings are not used for the handling of 
other food, or for human residence. 


This ordinance is not intended to pro- 
hibit any person from keeping horses, 
cows, pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, 
or other poultry, rabbits and goats, so 
long as the consent of all the owners or 
occupants of residences, dwelling houses, 
apartment houses, or rooming houses 
within 200 feet of the nearest portion of 
any stable, pen, coop, barn, rabbitry or 
poultry park, or other enclosure where such 
horses, cows, pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens, or other poultry, and rabbits and 
goats are kept, is secured in writing by 
the person desiring to keep horses, cows, 
pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or 
other poultry, rabbits and goats, and filed 
with the City Clerk. In case any person is 
keeping horses, cows, pigs, ducks, turkeys, 
geese, chickens, or other poultry, rabbits 
and goats, at the time of the passage of 
this ordinance, consent as above required 
shall be filed within thirty days. 


Nothing in this ordinance shal] under 
any circumstances prohibit the keeping of 
horses in any F, G, H or I district, as 
defined by the zoning ordinance of the 
City of Lansing adopted on August 31, 
1942, or on any premises or in any build- 
ing in any A, B, C or D district as de- 
fined by said ordinance where said premises 
or building is now being put to a non-con- 
forming use.

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‘At the request of the City Council an 
inspection was made by Grey J. Turney, 
City Sanitary Inspector and Samuel C.

None 
of the signers that were interviewed seem- 
ed to hold any grievances other than the 
above mentioned and they thought Mrs.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Brown introduces the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances.

Section 1. Section 2 of the Ordinance en- 
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‘titled: ‘“‘An Ordinance to prevent the ex- 
istence of nuisances,’”’ is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 2. No person ‘shall place, deposit 
or leave or cause to be placed, deposited 
or left, in any street, highway, lane, alley, 
public place or square or within two (2) 
feet of the rear or side of any lot or 
premises abutting. on an alley or on any 
private property within the city so as to 
become a nuisance, any animal or vege- 
table substance, dead animals, fish, shells, 
glass, shavings, dirt, cans, rubbish, ex- 
crement, filth, slops, unclean or nauseous 
water or liquid, hay, straw, paper, cinders, 
soot, offal, garbage, swill, or other like 
article or substance whatever. The Alder- 
man of the ward in which such street, 
highway, lane, alley, public place, square 
or private property are located may by 
written order require the owner or occu- 
pant of the adjacent property or the owner 
or occupant of the property, to remove said 
articles, substances and materials within 
five days and if not so removed the De- 
partment of Pubic Service, upon request 
of said Alderman shall remove the same. 
The expense of said removal may be paid 
out of the contingent fund and the Council 
$hall authorize the assessors to assess as 
a special tax the cost thereof, after the 
same shall have been reported to the Coun- 
cil by the Department of Public Service 
and the said assessment shall be placed on 
the general assessment roll against said 
property and such amount so added, shall 
be a lien on said property in the same 
manner as the tax to which it is added 
and if not paid or collected the property 
shall be held therefore in the same manner 
as the general city taxes.

On June 5th your Honorable Body di- 
rected me to pay the amount set up in 
the 1944-45 budget for salary and car al- 
lowance to Mr. Miles, Junior Sanitarian. 
Mr. Miles received his salary and car al- 
lowance on that basis for the month of 
May as per your direction. 


At the time of the adoption of said 
resolution by the City Council there had 
been no action taken by the Board of 
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Health other than their resolution of April 
13th which directed that all employees of 
the department be re-employed for the year 
beginning May 1, 1944, at the salaries 
listed in the 1944-45 budget. 


At the time of the adoption of the reso- 
lution by the City Council on June 5BDth, 
1944, there was no conflict with the official 
action of the Board of Health. 


On June 15th, however, the Board of 
Health adopted a resolution which directed 
that the $150.00 additional car allowance 
set up in the 1944-45 budget for the Junior 
Sanitarian be divided equally among the 
Sanitary Inspectors, the Senior Sanitarian 
and Staff Veterinarian and the Junior 
Sanitarian, retroactive to May 1, 1944. 


Section 286 of the City Charter which 
refers to the Board of Health reads as fol- 
lows: “Said Board shall have the power 
to fix the salaries or compensation of the 
persons appointed or employed by it, pro- 
vided, however, that it shall be unlawful 
for the Board to expend or authorize the 
expenditure of any money in excess of 
that annually appropriated for such pur- 
poses by the City Council.’”’ 


Previous City Attorneys have given writ- 
ten opinions upholding the right of the 
Board of Health in regard to the fixing 
of salaries and compensation of its em- 
ployees. 


There is now a definite conflict between 
the resolution of the City Council of June 
5th, 1944, and the Board of Health resolu- 
tion of June 15th. 


In view of the above mentioned conflict 
of resolutions I would appreciate an ex- 
pression of the City Council as to whether 
they wish to re-confirm or rescind their 
resolution adopted June 5th, inasmuch as 
me Board of Health has acted since that 
ate.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Eddy, read a first and second time 
by its title and referred to the Committee 
on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to amend the title and 
Section 2 of an Ordinance entitled: ‘‘An 
Ordinance to prevent animals from run- 
ning at large in the City of Lansing, and 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
city, and to prevent the keeping of poultry, 
rabbits and goats within the residence dis- 
trict of the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation hereof.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The title and Section 2 of 
the Ordinance entitled: “‘An Ordinance to 
prevent animals from running at large in 
the City of Lansing, and to prevent the 
keeping of poultry, rabbits and goats within 
the residence district of the City of Lan- 
sing and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion hereof,’’ are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


TITLE 


An Ordinance to prevent animals from 
running at large in the City of Lansing, 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
city, and to prevent the keeping of pigeons, 
starlings, poultry, rabbits and goats within 
the City of Lansing and providing penalties 
for the violation hereof. 
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Section 2. No pigeons starlings, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats shall at any time be 
permitted to run at large, and no person 
shall keep or confine any pigeons, starlings, 
poultry, rabbits or goats on any premises 
or in any coop, barn, rabbitry, or poultry 
park within the corporate limits of ‘the 
City of Lansing, either as owners or 
agents, within a distance of 200 feet from 
any dwelling house, hotel, apartment 
house, or rooming house, except such places 
as are now provided for by railroads for 
shipping, provided, however, that poultry 
may be dressed and kept for sale in 
buildings located in the “C’? Commercial, 
“DP”? Industrial, and “E’’ Unrestricted dis- 
tricts of the City of Lansing as determined 
under the provisions of the zoning ordi- 
nance in case the same buildings are not 
used for the handling of other food, or 
for human residence. 


This ordinance is not intended to pro- 
hibit any person from keeping pigeons, 
starlings, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, 
or other poultry, rabbits and goats, so long 
as the consent of all the owners of occu- 
pants of residences, dwelling houses, apart- 
ment houses, or rooming houses within 200 
feet of the nearest portion of any coop, 
barn, rabbitry or poultry park, or other 
enclosure where such pigeons, starlings, 
ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or other 
poultry, and rabbits and goats are kept, 
is secured in writing by the person desir- 
ing to keep pigeons, starlings, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats, and filed with the City 
Clerk. In case any person is keeping 
pigeons, starlings, ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens, or other poultry, rabbits and 
goats, at the time of the passage of this 
ordinance, consent as above required shall 
be filed within thirty days.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. W. R. C. Smith, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 


AN ORDINANCE to regulate camp cars 
and automobile trailers, the placing, park- 
ing and locating thereof, to provide for and 
regulate trailer camp grounds, to estab- 
lish regulations, and to provide a penalty 
for violation of the provisions hereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance certain words and phrases are de- 
fined as follows, and certain provisions 
shall be construed as herein set forth, 
unless it shall be apparent from their 
context that they have a different meaning. 


Camp Car or Trailer. Is any unit .used 
for living or sleeping purposes and which 
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is equipped with wheels or similar devices 
used for the purpose of transporting said 
unit from place to place, whether by motive 
power or other means. 

Camp Ground. Is defined to be any 
place, area or tract of land upon which 
is located more than one camp car or 
trailer used as living or sleeping quarters. 


Health Department. Is the Health De- 
partment or the Health Officer of the City 
ef Lansing. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
Health Department to enforce all of the 
provisions of this ordinance and for the 
purpose of securing enforcement thereof, 
the health officer, or any of his duly auth- 
orized representatives, shall have the right 
and are hereby empowered to enter upon 
the premises of any camp ground now 
operating or which may hereafter be oper- 
ated within the City of Lansing, to inspect 
the same and all accommodations connected 
therewith. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to operate any 
trailer camp in the City of Lansing unless 
a permit therefore shall have been issued 
by the Health Department. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate any trailer for occupancy or rental 
purposes in the City of Lansing ‘ouside of 
a licensed trailer camp, provided that’ no 
such permit shall be required for any 
trailer lawfully parked upon any street, 
alley or thoroughfare and, provided further, 
that owners of trailers and the members of 
their household may use and occupy not 
to exceed one trailer on premises whereon 
there is located a dwelling occupied by 
such family, and provided further, that 
commercial dealers in camp cars or trailers 
may store and display the same without 
permit. 


Section 4. Each application for such per- 
mit shall be in writing, upon a form pro- 
vided by the Health Department for that 
purpose. It shall state the name and ad- 
dress of the applicant, who shall be the 
owner or manager of the camp and a des- 
cription of the property, whereon or where- 
in, it is proposed to: conduct a trailer 
camp. It shall also contain such other 
information as the Health Department may 
require and it shall be filed by the appli- 
cant with the Health Department not less 
than two days, nor more than 30 days be- 
fore’ the said trailer camp is made ready 
for use, and shall be accompanied by an 
inspection fee of $10.00 for which the 
Health Department shall issue a receipt, 
the said fee to be refunded if no permit is 
granted. 


MONEY TO CITY TREASURER 


Section 5. All monies received by the 
Health Department as inspection fees, un- 
der provisions of this ordinance, shall be 
paid into the city treasury and placed in 
the contingent fund. 
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INVESTIGATION REQUIRED BEFORE 
ISSUING PERMIT 


Section 6. Upon the filing of such appli- 
cation accompanied by the inspection fee, 
it shall be the duty of the Health Depart- 
ment or any of its duly authorized repre- 
sentatives to investigate the premises and 
determine whether said proposed camp 
ground or the site selected therefor con- 
forms with the requirements of this ordi- 
nance, the rules and regulations of the 
Health Department and City Council, and 
no permit shall be issued unless such camp 
ground or the site selected therefor com- 
plies with such requirements and meets the 
approval of the Health Department. If 
satisfactory, the Health Department shall 
so certify to the City Council, which by 
resolution may in its discretion direct the 
City Clerk to issue the permit. 


REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF 
PERMIT 


Section 7. Any permit granted hereunder 
shall be subject to revocation or suspen- 
sion by the City Council in the following 
manner, to-wit: A notice shall be served 
on the person holding said permit specify- 
ing wherein he has failed to comply with 
this ordinance, and requiring him to ap- 
pear before the City Council at a day 
and hour therein specified not less than 
five days after the personal service of 
said notice on such permit holder, requir- 
ing him to show cause at said time and 
place why said permit should not be re- 
voked or suspended. At the time and place 
mentioned in said notice, the person hold- 
ing said permit shall have the right to 
appear in person, or by counsel, and to in- 
troduce such evidence as he may desire, 
and the City Council shall confront said 
permit holder with any charges that said 
City Council may have against him, and 
after said hearing, the City Council may, 
at its discretion, revoke or suspend the 
permit. 


PERMIT MAY BE TRANSFERRED 


Section 8. Such permit shall be trans- 
ferable provided there have been no viola- 
tions of this ordinance upon the written 
application of the holder of the permit to 
the City Council and with its consent en- 
dorsed thereon. A permit may be granted 
at any time during the year, and unless 
previously revoked shall expire one calen- 
dar year following the date of issue. 


PERMIT MUST BE POSTED IN 
CONSPICUOUS PLACE 


Section 9.. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to establish, 
maintain, conduct or carry on any camp 
ground or trailer camp unless there shall 
be at all times posted in a conspicuous 
place at said camp ground the permit ob- 
tained from the City Clerk in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordinance. 


The owner or owners of said camps shall 
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maintain a registration book carrying the 
names of tenants occupying said camp. 


SCOPE OF THE ORDINANCE 


Section 10. The provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be applicable to every camp 
greund within the incorporated area of 
the City of Lansing, and it shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion maintaining, operating, conducting or 
carrying on any such camp ground or for 
any person living or sleeping in any camp 
car or trailer located in a camp ground or 
any other person, to violate, or contribute 
in any way to the violation, or any of the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF OWNER OR 
OPERATOR 


Sectin 11. Every person owning or oper- 
ating a camp ground shall maintain such 
camp ground and any toilets, baths, or 
other permanent equipment in connection 
therewith, in a clean and sanitary condi- 
tion and shall maintain said equipment in 
a state of good repair. 


POWER OF CITY COUNCIL 


Section 12. The City Council is hereby 
empowered to formulate from time to time 
and to enforce any rules and regulations 
that it may deem advisable governing the 
operation of camp grounds or camp cars 
and trailers bearing on any matters of 
sanitation or housing. 


REMOVAL OF WHEELS OR SIMILAR 
DEVICES 


Section 13. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation owning or 
operating a camp car or trailer located in 
a camp ground to remove or cause to have 
removed the wheels or any similar trans- 
porting device from said camp car or 
trailer or to otherwise permanently fix 
it to the ground in a manner that would 
prevent the ready removal of said camp 
car or trailer. Any alteration to any camp 
car or trailer located outside of a camp 
ground shall be construed as removing it 
from the requirements of this ordinance 
and converting it into a dwelling and it 
shall thereupon be subject to the require- 
ments of the building code of the City of 
Lansing and the State Housing Act of 
Michigan. 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION 


Section 14. It shall be the duty of every 
person, firm or corporation owning, leas- 
ing, renting or operating a camp ground 
in the City of Lansing or placing, parking 
or locating a trailer subject to the pro- 
visions hereof, to comply with all of the 
provisions of this ordinance, or any rule 
or regulation issued thereunder, and any 
such person, firm or corporation violating 
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any of the provisions of this ordinance or 
any rule or regulation issued thereunder, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be: pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding 
three months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. rar 


Section 15. An Ordinance entitled, ‘‘AN 
ORDINANCE to regulate camp cars and 
automobile trailers, the placing,- parking 
and locating thereof, to provide for and 
regulate trailer camp grounds, to establish 
regulations, and to provide a penalty for 
violation of the provisions hereof,’’ enacted 
on November 15, 1937, is hereby repealed.

Regarding the petition concerning the 
smoke and fly ash caused by the Motor 
Wheel Corp. and the Novo Engine Co. 
which was referred to the Building Depart- 
ment with a request to report. 


The Motor Wheel Corp. produces by far, 
the least smoke of the two, and _ their 
plant engineer assured me that they are, 
and will continue, to make every effort 
possible to cut down their smoke. They 
are forced to operate with a poorer grade 
of coal than usual, but will make effort to 
keep the smoke down to a minimum. 


Mr. L. E. Haybarker, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Novo Engine Company, 
informed me that they have a smoke en- 
gineer from the Norfolk and Western Rail- 
road who is analyzing their plant from a 
smoke abatement angle. ‘They have one 
boiler shut down now and are installing a 
steam jet in the arch which is expected to 
materially cut down the smoke. Each 
boiler is to receive the same appliance. 
However, only one boiler can be shut down 
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at a time, so it will take until early fall 
to complete the job.

Dear Mr. Eger: 


In reply to your letter of August 18, 
1944, and to your letter of August 24, 1944, 
requesting a statement regarding the Com- 
mission’s policy relative to the action of 
local governing bodies insofar as the con- 
sideration of Club licenses is concerned, 
may we first refer you to the resolution 
adopted by the Liquor Control Commission 
on May 27, 1942, which reads as follows: 


} 
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‘It is the order of the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission that in the 
future, routine investigation procedure 
used in conjunction with table-top 
licenses is to be expanded to include 
investigations on SDM’s, Clubs, and 
SDD’s. The only exceptions to this rule 
will be investigations within the City 
of Detroit.’’ 


The above policy has been followed by 
the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
since that time in all cases acted upon by 
the Commission. 


Regarding the Commission’s policy rela- 
tive to action of local governing bodies 
upon the renewal of licenses, may we refer 
you to the attached Michigan Liquor Con- 
trol Commission bulletin of March 1, 1944, 
which was forwarded to all local legislative 
bodies in the State of Michigan. May we 
call your attention specifically to the next 
to last paragraph in this bulletin, which 
we quote: 


“In regard to Specially Designated 
Merchants (vendors of package beer or 
wine) and Clubs, while the Iaw does 
not require approval of the local gov- 
erning body, the Commission desires to 
license only the better type. There- 
fore, it requests you to express your 
objections to any SDM or Club that, in 
your opinion, should not be relicensed 
for the 1944 license year.’’ 


Our records show that in response to 
this bulletin, the only objections received 
to the renewal of Club licenses in the Lan- 
sing area were received from the Chief of 
the Lansing Fire Department. The Com- 
mission withheld renewal of the Club 
licenses in question until they were in re- 
ceipt of a release from the Chief of the 
Fire Department stating that the objection- 
able conditions had been corrected. 


The above policy, as a matter of fact, is 
based upon the provisions of the State 
Liquor Law, which we .quote: 


“Public notice of the intent of the 
Commission to issue such club license 
shall be given by publication in some 
newspaper published or in general cir- 
culation within the municipality at 
least ten days before such license shall 
issue.”’ 


Obviously this is for the purpose of per- 
mitting any individual, groups of individ- 
uals, enforcement agencies or local govern- 
ing bodies to file their objections with the 
Liquor Control Commission so that same 
may be considered before final Commission 
action. Therefore, the Commission is only 
emphasizing a procedure that is provided 
for in the State Liquor Law.

Gentlemen : 


I would like to call the attention of the 
Council to a matter which, if: acted upon 
and put into effect, would aid considerably 
in solving an existing traffic problem and 
also provide a more efficient entrance and 
exit for the Fire Department apparatus. 

The proposition which I have reference 
to is the opening of Mill Street across the 
tracks of the New York Central Railroad 
and allowing traffic to come out on Kala- 
mazoo Street. 


At the present time the only opening on 
this street is at Michigan Avenue and the 
employees of the Hill-Diesel Engine Com- 
pany are forced to use this daily. 


As you know, traffic at this point on 
Michigan Avenue is extremely heavy and 
I believe that at times it is necessary to 
provide a traffic officer at this intersection 
so that traffic can get off of Mill Street 
without delay and in safety. 


At the south end of Mill Street, under 
the Kalamazoo Street Bridge, there is a 
fire hydrant which could be used, provided 
sok there was a crossing over the rail- 
road. 


If it is ever necessary to send fire fight- 
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ing apparatus to a fire on Mill Street, it 
would be very difficult to maneuver the 
equipment with only the one entrance and 
exit to the street as at the present time. 


Captain Sam Fisher of the Fire Depart- 
ment and myself have given this matter 
considerable thought and we both feel that 
it would be a very economical move to 
contact the railroad company and arrange 
for this crossing. The crossing itself could 
be guarded at the time of shift changes 
by plant protection personnel of the Hill- 
Diesel Engine Company and at all other 
times, barricades could be put in place to 
prohibit movement across the tracks. 


Captain Fisher and myself urgently 
recommend that the Council take favorable 
action upon this matter.

ORDINANCES 


W. R. C. Smith introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance prohibiting the business. 


of fortune telling, palmistry, astrology, 
phrenology, clairvoyance, the prediction of 
future events by cards, or other means, 
the advertising of such business, and to 
provide penalties for the violation. thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, for money or gain to engage in 
the business, trade or calling or pretend- 
ing to practice what is known as fortune 
telling, palmistry, astrology, phrenology, 
clairvoyance or to predict future events by 
cards, tokens, trances, the conformation of 
the skull of any person, the hand writing 
of any person or any other method, scheme 
or device. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to publish by card, circular, sign, 
newspaper or any other means whatsoever, 
that he or she shall] or will engage in such 
business, trade or calling. 
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Section 2. Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five ($25.00) dollars and 
the cost of prosecution or by imprisonment 
in the city jail not exceeding thirty (380) 
days or both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. 


Section 3. Ordinance Number 88 passed 
on April 21, 1930, is hereby repealed.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Sections 3, 4, 5 
and 6 of the Zoning Ordinance of the City 
of Lansing entitled, ‘An ordinance to regu- 
late and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construction, re- 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide 
for the enforcement hereof, and to repeal 
the Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 
1927, and all amendments thereto and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
confiict herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6 of the 
Zoning Ordinance of the City of Lansing 
entitled, ‘‘An ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts and other 
open space surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of fami- 
lies which may be housed in dwellings here- 
after erected or altered, and for said pur- 
poses to divide the city into districts and 
within such districts to regulate and re- 
strict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of build- 
ings, structures and land, to provide for 
the administration of said regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
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ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith,’”’ are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 8. In the ‘A’? One-Family Dis- 
trict no building or land shall be used and 
no building shall be hereafter erected, 
converted or structurally altered, unless 
otherwise provided in this ordinance, ex- 
cept for one or more of the following uses: 


(1) One-Family dwellings. 
(2) Public parks and playgrounds. 


(3) Public schools, elementary and high, 
and other educational institutions with 
curriculum equivalent to a public ele- 
mentary school or public high school. 


(4) Golf Courses, except miniature course, 
operated for commercial purposes. 


(5) Nurseries and truck gardening, but not 
the raising of poultry, pets or live- 
stock for strictly commercial purposes 
or on a scale that would be objection- 
able because of noise or odor to sur- 
rounding residences. 


(6) Accessory buildings, including one pri- 
vate garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the front lot line, or a private 
garage constructed as a part of the 
main building. All such garages or 
subordinate structures shall be erected 
and maintained only as accessories to 
the dwellings situated on the same lot 
or grounds, and shall not involve the 
conduct of a_ business. 


(7) Temporary buildings for uses_ inci- 
dental to construction work, which 
buildings shall be removed upon the 
completion or abandonment of the con- 
struction work. 


(8) Home occupations and accessory build- 
ings and uses customarily incident to 
the above uses including a private gar- 
age. Any accessory building that is 
not a part of the main structure shall 
be located not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the front lot line. 


(9) Bulletin -boards and signs, provided, 
however, that no bulletin board nor 
sign exceeding ten (10) square feet in 
area appertaining to the lease, hire or 
sale of a building or premises nor 
advertising sign of any other char- 
acter shall be permitted in any ‘‘A”’ 
One-Family District. 


In any “A” One-Family District, ‘no 
show, meeting, entertainment, exhibition, 
or religious service of any kind, shall be 
held under canvas or in the open air unless 
there is first filed with the Building Com- 
missioner the written consent of the 
owners of sixty percent of all residential 
property within a radius of four hundred 
feet from the place of such meeting. 


Section 4. In the “B” Residence Dis- 
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trict, no building or land. shall be used 
and no building shal] be hereafter erected, 
converted or structurally altered, unless 
otherwise provided in this ordinance, except 
for one or more of the following uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the ‘‘A”’ One- 
Family District. 


(2) Libraries. 
(3) Churches. 


(4) Community centers owned and oper- 
ated by public agencies. 


(5) Accessory buildings and uses custo- 
marily incident to the above uses not 
involving the conduct of a_ business, 
and one private garage or private 
stable, provided, however, that no de- 
tached building for any of these ac- 
cessory uses shall be located within 
sixty (60) feet of any front lot line. 


In any “B” Residence District, no show, 
meeting, entertainment, exhibition, or re- 
ligious service of any kind, shall be held 
under canvas or in the open air unless 
there is first filed with the Building Com- 
missioner the written consent of the own- 
ers of sixty percent of all residential prop- 
erty within a radius of four hundred feet 
from the place of such meeting. 


Section 5. In the “C’” Two-Family Dis- 
trict no building or land shall be used and 
no building shall be hereafter erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
one or more of the following uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the “B’ Resi- 
dence District. 


(2) Two-Family dwellings. 


(3) Institutions. of the usual educational 
or religious nature. 


(4) Accessory buildings and uses custo- 
marily incident to any of the above 
uses, not involving the conduct of. a 
business, and one private garage or 
private stable, provided, however, that 
no detached building for any of these 
accessory uses shall be within sixty 
(60) feet of any front lot line. 


In any “C” Two-Family District, no 
show, meeting, entertainment, exhibition, 
or religious service of any kind, shall be 
held under canvas or in the open air unless 
there is first filed with the Building Com- 
missioner the written consent of the owners 
of sixty percent of all residential property 


‘ within a radius of four hundred feet from 


the place of such meeting. 


Section 6. In the “D’ Apartment Dis- 
trict no building or land shall be used and 


no building shall be hereafter erected, con- 


verted or structurally altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 


‘one or more of the following uses: 
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(1) Any use permitted in the “C” Two- 
Family District. 


(2) Multiple dwellings. 
(3) Group houses. 
‘(4) Boarding and lodging houses. 


(5) Institutions of the usual philanthropic 
or eleemosynary nature. 


(6) Hospitals and clinics, excepting veter- 
inary hospitals and clinics. 


(7) Private clubs, fraternities, sororities 
and lodges, excepting those the chief 
activity of which is a service custo- 
marily carried on as a business. 


(8) Accessory buildings and uses custo- 
marily incident to any of the above 
uses when located on the same lot and 
not involving the conduct of a business, 
including servant quarters, private and 
storage garages when located not less 
than sixty (60) feet from the front 
lot line, or when constructed as a part 
of the main building. 


In any “D’’ Apartment District, no show, 
meeting, entertainment, exhibition, or re- 
ligious service of any kind, shall be held 
under canvas or in the open air unless there 
is first filed with the Building Commis- 
sioner the written consent of the owners 
of sixty percent of all residential property 
within a radius of four hundred feet from 
the place of such meeting. 


Parking Regulations: Whenever a struc- 
ture is erected, converted or structurally 
altered for multiple-dwelling purposes, 
there shall be provided accessible parking 
space on the lot, either garage or surfaced 
area, adequate to accommodate one (1) car 
for each dwelling unit provided in the 
structure. 


Ald. Hungerford introduced the follow- 
ing Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to regulate and License 
New and Used Automobile Dealers in the 
City of Lansing, Michigan. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. Unless it ap- 
pears in the context that a different mean- 
ing is intended the following words shall 
have the meaning given them by this Or- 
dinance. 


‘““PERSON”’ shall mean and include every 
person, firm, association or corporation. 


“New Automobile Dealer’? shall mean 
any person holding a bonafide franchise for 
the sale of new automobiles, wholesale or 
retail, and having a current year Michigan 
Motor Vehicle Dealers License. 


“Used Automobile Dealer’ shall mean 
any person who carries on or conducts the 
business of buying, selling or dealing in 
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used automobiles, included also shall be 
any person who for profit or reward of 
any kind, buys, sells or attempts to buy 
or sell a used automobile for another per- 
son, whether directly or indirectly, or by 
use of any subterfuge or stratagem, what- 
ever, also any “New Automobile Dealer” 
dealing in used cars in any manner what- 
ever. 


Section 2. Licenses... No person shall en- 
gage in business as a New Automobile 
Dealer or Used Automobile Dealer in the 
City of Lansing without first having se- 
cured a license from the City Clerk as 
herein provided. 


Section 3. Application for License. The 
application for license as a New or Used 
Automobile Dealer shall be made to the 
City Council, by the owner or authorized 
agent upon blanks to be furnished by the 
City Clerk and shall contain: 


(A) The full name, age and residence 


of the owner. 


(B) The site or sites upon which such 
business is to, be conducted. 


(C) Whether previously licensed as a 
new or used automobile dealer in 
the City of Lansing, and date. 


(D) Length of time in business as an 
automobile dealer, continuously, 
prior to this application. 


(E) The number of the State Motor 
Vehicle Dealers License for the 
current year, and the State of 
Michigan Sales Tax Permit Number. 


(F) Said application shall be signed by 
three (3) persons of good repute 
and citizens of the City of Lansing, 
certifying to the reputation, fair 
fame and moral character of the 
applicant or applicants. 


(G) The trade name under which the 
business is to be conducted. If it 
is a partnership, the names and 
addresses of the. partners. If a 
corporation, the names and  ad- 
dresses of its executive officers and 
principal stockholders. 

The said application shall be sub- 
scribed and sworn to by the appli- 
cant and filed with the City Clerk. 
The application shall be immedi- 
ately referred by the City Clerk to 
the City Council, who shall cause 
an investigation to be made of the 
fitness of the applicant as to char- 
acter and ability to conduct such 
a business, and said application 
shall be referred to the City Plan- 
ning and Zoning Commission for ap- 
proval as to the site upon which 
the business is to be conducted. If 
in the opinion of the City Council 
after receiving the recommenda- 
tions of the City Planning and Zon- 
ing Commission, the person mak- 
ing the application is a proper per- 
son and the place to be used is 
zoned for such business, they may 
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authorize the granting of the 
license upon the payment of . the 
license fee which said license shal] 
be issued by the City Clerk. 


Section 4. License Fee. The license fee 
herein provided for the site which is used 
as the principal place of business of the 
licensee shall be one _ hundred fifty 
($150.00) dollars for the first year or frac- 
tion thereof and fifty ($50.00) dollars for 
each consecutive year, and _ twenty-five 
($25.00) for each year or fraction there- 
of for each additional site. ending on the 
30th day of April next following the time 
application for license is made; provided, 
however, that the license fee for each 
new or used dealer doing business and 
licensed under Michigan Motor Vehicles 
law as a dealer at the date of enactment 
of this ordinance shall be fifty ($50.00) dol- 
Jars for each year. It is further provided 
that the fee of $150.00 for the first year 
for the principal place of business be re- 
duced to $50.00 after three consecutive 
years of operations, and a refund of one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars be made by the 
City of Lansing to the,Licensee upon ap- 
plication in writing, to the City Council by 
the Licensee. 


Section 5. Records. Every licensee shall 
. keep in his principal place of business 2 
record of the purchase and sale of _ all 
automobiles and all such other records as 
are required by the Secretary of State of 
Michigan which are now in force by law 
or which may hereafter be required, the 
same to be kept up to date and legibly 
written in the English language, and all 
such records and stock in trade shall be 
open to the inspection of the Chief of 
Police or any member of the Police de- 
partment designated by him, without the 
formality of legal process. 


’ Section 6. Bond. Each licensee in addi- 

tion to the license fee prescribed herein, 
and as a condition precedent to obtaining a 
license under this ordinance shall file with 
the City Clerk a bond in the penal sum 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) run- 
ning to the City of Lansing, with a good 
and sufficient surety thereon, said Bond 
and Surety to have the approval of the 
City Attorney. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall have suffered loss or 
damage by reason of the failure of any 
Licensee hereunder to observe faithfully 
the provisions of this ordinance shall have 
a right of action for the recovery of money 
or damages, or both, on the bond herein 
required and the surety thereon. 


Section 7. Place of Business. All places 
of business and sites upon which a license 
has been issued as aforesaid, shall be kept 
neat and orderly, at all times and in cases 
of open lots, automobiles shall not be 
barbed closer than one foot (1 ft.) to the 
ot line. 


' Section 8. Dealers License Plates. Each 
Licensee shall purchase from the Secretary 
of State and have in his possession prior 
to January first of each year, at least two 
sets of dealers license plates, and shall use

such dealers license plates upon al] auto- 
mobiles not registered in the name of said 
dealer when being used and driven upon 
the streets of the City of Lansing. 


Section 9. Public Liability Insurance. 
Each licensee shall carry public liability 
and property damage insurance in an 
amount of at least Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00) public liability, and Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) property dam- 
age insurance upon each automobile oper- 
ated by him upon the streets of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 10. Repossessions. All New and 
Used Car Dealers, Finance Companies or 
anv other Corporation, Co-Partnership or 
Individual who shall seize or repossess any 
automobile for any reason whatsoever, 
with or without legal process, unless the 
automobile is voluntarily delivered by the 
possessor to the repossessor, shall imme- 
diately make a report of such action to the 
police department of the City of Lansing. 


Section 11. Auction Sales. Any New or 
Used Car Dealer, within six months from 
the time of beginning such business, shall 
be prohibited from holding an auction sale 
of stock in trade. 


Section 12. Penalty. Any person vio- 
lating any of the provision of this ordi- 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof before 
a court of competent jurisdiction, be pun- 
ished by a fine of not exceeding Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($500.00) and cost of prose- 
cution, and in default thereof, be imprison- 
ed in the City Jail of the City of Lansing 
for a period not exceeding ninety (90) 
days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court trying 
the same. 


Section 13. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent or in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


Section 14. Should any provisions or 
section of this: ordinance be heJd uncon- 
stitutional or invalid such holding shal] 
not be construed as affecting the validity 
of any of the remaining provisions or sec- 
tions, it being the intent that this ordi- 
nance shall stand notwithstanding the in- 
validity of any provision or section. 


Section 15. Licenses granted under this 
ordinance shall not be transferable.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing Ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance providing for the issu- 
ance of permits and posting of surety 
bonds by persons soliciting subscriptions 
for books, Magazines or literature or can- 
vassing for orders of goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, pictures, photographs or services 
within the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Every person, resident ‘and 
non-resident, who proposes to engage in 
soliciting subscriptions for books, maga- 
zines or literatures or canvassing for or- 
ders of goods, wares, merchandise, pic- 
tures, photographs or services within the 
City of Lansing shall make application to 
the Chief of Police for a permit so to do. 
No application shall be received of .a per- 
son under the age of 18 years. 


Section 2. Such application shall be 
made in writing, in duplicate, and shall 
contain the following: 


(a) The name, residence, business ad- 
dress, age and occupation of the appli- 
cant. 


(b) ‘The names and business addresses of 
the person, firm, or corporation, by whom 
employed or to be employed. 


(c) The length of service of such appli- 
cant with such employer. 


(d) The place of residence and nature 
of the employment of applicant during the 
preceding year. 


(e) The nature, character or description 
of the books, magazines or literature or 
goods, wares, merchandise, pictures, photo- 
graphs, or services to be sold. 


(f) A personal description of applicant. 
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(z) The length of time for which the 
permit is desired, not to exceed one year. 


(h) The affidavit of applicant as to the 
truth of the matters set forth in the appli- 
cation. 


(i) Fingerprints of applicant. 


(j) Such other information as may be 
required by the Chief of Police. 


(k) Said application shall be accom- 
panied by such credentials and other evi- 
dence of the good moral character and 
identity of the applicant as may be re- 
quired by the Chief of Police. 


Section 3. If the Chief of Police shall 


determine, after reasonable investigation, 
that the applicant is of good moral char- 
acter and proposes to engage in a lawful 
and legal enterprise he shall approve said 
application, retain one copy thereof and 
forward one copy to the City Clerk. 


Section 4. In addition to the above, said 
applicant shall furnish and file with the 
City Clerk a bond in the sum of one hun- 
dred ($100.00) dollars with sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the City Coun- 
cil when the sureties are individuals. Upon 
approval by the City Council, the City 
Clerk shall upon payment of the sum of 
one ($1.00) dollar issue a permit. If the 
applicant shall deposit the sum of one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars in cash with 
the City Clerk or file a bond with a surety 
company, authorized to do business’ in 
Michigan as surety, then the City Clerk 
shall upon payment of the sum of one 
($1.00) dollar forthwith issue said permit. 
Said bond shall run to the City of Lan- 
sing and shall be conditioned on indemni- 
fying and saving the City of Lansing and 
any persons who may deal with said ap- 
Plicant in the City of Lansing from any 
and all damage or fraud. Such _ bond 
shall remain in force, not to exceed one 
year, and shall expire ninety (90) days 
after the holder of said permit notifies 
the City Clerk, in writing, that he or she 
has ceased to solicit or canvass as afore- 
said and surrenders such permit to the 
City Clerk, provided, however, that any, 
bona fide, needy resident of the City for 
a period of two (2) years, immediately 
preceding the filing of the application, 
may be released from the requirement of 
posting of bond in the discretion of the 
City Council, and provided further that 
persons selling or taking subscriptions for 
religious books, magazines or literature 
may be released from this requirement in 
the discretion of the City Council. 


Section 5. Said permit shall be carried 
at all times by the applicant to whom 
issued when soliciting or canvassing and 
it shall be exhibited by such applicant 
when requested so to do by any police 
officer or any person solicited or canvassed. 
Such permit may be revoked by the Chief 
of Police for a violation by the holder 
thereof of any ordinances of the City of 
Lansing or of any State or Federal Law, 
for any misrepresentation made in said 
application or whenever the holder of such 
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permit shall be guilty in the judgment: of 
the Chief of Police of fraud,. ‘misrepre- 
sentation or deceit or shall cease.:to pos- 
sess the character and qualities required 
for the issuance of said permit. - 


' Section 6. -Any person who shall solicit 
or canvass as above described within the 
City of Lansing without having first ‘ ob- 
tained a permit and posted a bond as re- 
quired, with the exception noted, or who 
shall solicit or canvass without having 
such permit on his or her person or who 
otherwise violates the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction — thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars or imprison- 
ment in the County Jail for a period not 
to exceed ninety (90) days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 


Each day or part thereof that a person 
shall be in violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be considered a sep- 
arate violation thereof. - .

Pedestrians shall not cross 
any street except at crosswalks within the

line of Kalamazoo Street, or.on East Mich- 
igan Avenue between the east line of 
Grand Avenue and Cedar Street. 


Pedestrians facing a green or “‘go” signal 
may proceed across the highway within 
any marked or unmarked crosswalk. 


Pedestrians facing a yellow or “caution” 
signal are thereby advised that there is 
insufficient time to cross the highway and 
any pedestrian starting to cross shall yield 
the right-of-way to all vehicles. 


A pedestrian facing a red or “stop”’ 
signal or a red with green arrow signal 
shall not enter the highway unless he can 
do so safely and without interferring with 
other traffic. 


A pedestrian starting across in any 
crosswalk in the City of Lansing on a 
green or “go” signal sign, traffic control 
device or signal of a police officer, shall 
have the right-of-way over all vehicles, in- 
cluding those making turns, until such 
pedestrian has reached the opposite curp. 
It shall be unlawful for the operator of 
any vehicle to fail to yield the right-of- 
way to any pedestrian who is crossing a 
street as herein permitted.

Sections 3, 4 and 13 of an 
ordinance entitled, “‘An Ordinance relative 
to the management of contagious diseases 
and to provide for the care and treatment 
of persons afflicted therewith and to pre- 
vent the spread thereof, and to repeal Ordi- 
nance No. 21 of the 1940 Compilation of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith,”’ are hereby amended to 
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read as follows, and a new section is 
added thereto to be known as Section 16A. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Health, or Health officer upon 
receipt of such notice whenever in their 
opinion a disease, dangerous to the public 
health exists, to take steps for the preven- 
tion of the spread of such disease by 
placard and quarantine, OR THE ISOLA- 
TION OF PERSONS HAVING OR BE- 
ING SUSPECTED OF HAVING ANY 
SUCH DISEASE and TAKE such other 
measures as they may deem necessary or 
expedient, and it shall be the duty of 
every person connected with such a case 
of infectious or communicable disease to 
strictly abide by the orders and advice 
which the Board of Health or health officer 
may issue or give. 


Section 4. No person shall take down, 
remove, injure or deface any card or sign 
which may have been placed by order of 
the Board of Health or health officer upon 
any building or premises FOR QUARAN- 
TINE and no occupant of said placarded 
building or premises shall leave same; and 
no person, excepting the attending physi- 
cian or physicians and nurses shall enter 
the same, without having first obtained the 
permission of said Board of Health or 
health officer. IN CASES OF ISOLATION 
OF CERTAIN PERSONS, SUCH PER- 
SONS SHALL NOT LEAVE THE PREM- 
ISES WITHOUT HAVING FIRST OB-

I present herewith the proposed revision 
of the City of Lansing Employees’ Retire- 
ment System Ordinance which was recom- 
mended for adoption by the City Council 
at a Special Meeting of the Board of 
Trustees held October 31, 1944. 


This proposed revision was recommended 
by the Actuary, Mr. A. G. Gabriel, to the 
Board of Trustees on June 1, 1944. The 
proposed changes have been under con- 
sideration by the Board of Trustees since 
that time. At one special meeting Mr. 
Gabriel was present at which time the pro- 
posed revised ordinance was considered sec- 
tion by section. 


The revision contains five changes of 
importance as follows: 


(1) To permit the Board of Trustees to 
extend service of employees over 65 years 
of age until July 1, 1946, or age 70, -which- 
ever occurs later in point of time. 


Without this change all employees 65 
or over would be automatically retired on 
July 1, 1945. 


(2) To permit an employee with 15 or 
more years of service who separates from 
City service after age 48 a deferred re- 
tirement allowance starting at age 60. 


The present ordinance insures an em- 
ployee leaving service after age 56 a retire- 
ment allowance at age 60 if he has the 
minimum service required for retirement. 


(3) Change in Average Final Compensa- 
tion from average of last 10 years of serv- 
ice to average of the highest five consecu- 
tive years of service contained within the 
last 10 years. 


(4) Permits granting non-duty disability 
allowance after 10 years of service instead 
of 15 years of service as provided in pres- 
ent ordinance. 


(56) Changes minimum service require- 
ment for retirement allowance for mem- 
bers with prior service from 2 years to 5 
years. 


The Board of Trustees have recommended 
January 1, 1945, for the effective date of 
the Ordinance if the revision is adopted 
by the City Council.

as follows: And to repeal Section 3 of 
Article IV and Sections 4 and 7 of Articles 
VII thereof. 


The People of Lansing Ordain: 


Section 1. Sections 12 and 15 of Article 
III, Section 2 of Article IV, Sections 1 
and 2 of Part A, Section 3 of Part B, Sec- 
tion 1 of Part C, Section 1 of Part D, 
Section 1 of Part G, Section 1 of Part H, 
of Article VI, the unnumbered introductory 
Paragraph and Section 3 of Article VII, 
Section 2 of Article VIII of an ordinance 
entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to provide for the 
establishment of a retirement system for 
the purpose of providing retirement allow- 
ances and death benefits for the employees 
of the City of Lansing under the provisions 
of the Charter, Subsections 43rd, Section 
59, Chapter 4, and to create a Board of 
Trustees of the retirement system and to 
define their powers and duties,’’ are hereby 
amended to read as hereinafter follows, 
Section 3 of Article IV and Sections 4 and 
7 of Article VII are hereby repealed, and 
these sections as amended are hereby de- 
clared effective as of January Ist, 1945. 


Article IE. 
Definitions 


Section 12. “Average Final Compensa- 
tion”’ shall mean the average annual pay 
of the highest five (5) consecutive years 
pay contained within his ten (10) years 
of service immediately preceding his retire- 
ment or separation from service. 

Section 15. ‘“‘Pension’’ shall mean pay- 
ments derived from money provided by the 
City of Lansing, any instrumentality there- 
of and Ingham County. 


Article IV 
Membership 


Section 2. Termination of Membership. 
Except as provided in Article V, Section 
8 and Article VI, Part A, Section 2(f), 
should any member in any period of five 
(5) consecutive years, after last becoming 
a member, be absent from service more 
than four (4) years, or should he become 
a beneficiary, or die, he shall thereupon 
cease to be a member. 


Article VI. 


Part A—Service Retirement Allowance 


Section 1. (a) Optional Retirement. Any 
member who has attained age sixty (60) 
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or over may retire upon his written appli- 
cation to the Board of Trustees, setting 
forth at what time, not less than thirty 
(30) days, nor more than ninety (90) days 
subsequent to the execution and filing 
thereof, he desires to be retired. 


(b) Compulsory Retirement. Any mem- 
ber, other than an elective official of the 
City, who has attained the age of sixty- 
five (65) shall be retired forthwith or on 
the first day of the calendar month next 
succeeding that in which the said member 
yeras have attained the age of sixty-five 


(c) Extensions of Service. The Board 
of Trustees may, upon request of his de- 
partment head, permit an employee who 
has attained age sixty-five (65) to con- 
tinue in service for periods not to extend 
beyond five (5) years from the effective 
date of this Retirement System, or his 
attainment of age seventy (70), whichever 
oecurs later in point of time. In the case 
of employees who come under the provisions 
of this Retirement System, according to 
the provisions of Article III, Section 2(b) 
thereof, the Board of Trustees may upon 
request of his department head permit an 
employee who was in the service of the 
City prior to the date of the agreement as 
fixed by the City Council, and who has 
attained age sixty-five (65) to continue in 
service for periods not to extend beyond 
five (5) years from the date of such agree- 
ment or his attainment of age seventy (70) 
whichever occurs later in point of time. 


Section 2. Service Retirement Allowance. 


Upon retirement from service, a member 
shall receive a service retirement allowance 
which shall consist of: 


(a) Annuity. An annuity which shall be 
the actuarial equivalent of his accumulated 
i i a a at the time of his retirement; 
an 


(b) Basic Pension. A basic pension, sub- 
ject to the’ provisions of Paragraph (e) 
of this Section, of one hundred Dollars 
($100.00) per annum; and 


(c) Membership Service Pension. A 
membersnip service pension, subject to the 
provisions of Paragraph (e) of this Sec- 
tion, which shal] be equal to one-one hund- 
red thirty-fifth (1/1385) of his average final 
compensation for each year of membership 
credited to the member’s service account, 
not to exceed thirty (30) years; provided 
that the membership service pension when 
added to the basic pension, provided for in 
Paragraph (b) of this Section, shall not 
exceed nine hundred dollars ($900.00) per 
annum; and 


(d) Prior Service Pension. A_ prior 
service pension which shall be equal to 
two-one hundred thirty-fifths (2/135) of 
his average final compensation for each 
year of prior service credited to the mem- 
ber’s service account; provided, that if the 
membership service when added to the 
prior service exceeds thirty (30) years, 
then. the membership service shall be re- 
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duced so that the total of membership serv- 
ice and prior service is not greater than 
thirty (30) years; provided further, that 
the total pension portions, provided by the 
City in Paragraphs (b), (c) and (d) of 
this Section, shall not exceed eighteen 
hundred dollars ($1800.00) per annum. 


(e) Minimum Service to Be Eligible for 
a Pension. To be eligible to receive the 
pension portions provided by the City in 
paragraphs (b), (c) and (d) of this sec- 
tion, a member with prior service credit 
must have at least five (5) years of City 
Service credited to his service account; a 
member without prior service credit must 
have at least ten (10) years of membership 
service credited to his service account, un- 
less he or his dependents, as defined in this 
Retirement System, become eligible for 
benefits provided for herein under Parts 
B and D of this Article. 


(f) Deferred Service Retirement Allow- 
ance. Should any member (1) who has 
fifteen (15) or more years of service credit- 
ed to his service account, and (2) who has 
attained age forty-eight (48) years, separ- 
ate from the service of the City for rea- 
sons other than becoming a beneficiary, he 
shall remain a member during the period 
ef his absence from City service for the 
exclusive purpose only of receiving a serv- 
ice retirement allowance provided for in 
Paragraphs (a), (b), (c) and (d) of this 
Section, said service retirement allowance 
to begin at his attainment of age sixty 
(60) ; Provided, that if such member should 
withdraw all or part of his accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
annuity savings fund, he shall thereupon 
cease to be a member. 


Part B—Accidental Disability Retirement 
Allowance 


Section 3. Duty Disability Benefits—Re- 
tirement Before Age 60. Upon retirement 
for disability, as provided in Section 1 
of this Part B, a member who has not at- 
tained age sixty (60), shall receive the 
following benefits, subject to the provisions 
of Part H of this Article. 


(a) The disabled member shall receive 
a disability retirement pension of sixty- 
six and two-thirds percent (66 2/3%) of 
his average final compensation from the 
date of his application for disability bene- 
. fits to his attainment of age sixty (60), 
subject to the provisions of Part G of this 
Article. The pension provided by the City 
shall not be in excess of eighteen hundred 
dollars ($1800.00) per annum. 


(b) Upon attaining age sixty (60), the 
disabled member shall receive a pension 
as provided for in Part A, Section 2, Para- 
graphs (b), (c), (d) and ¢e) of this Arti- 
cle; Provided, that in computing such pen- 
sion, membership service credit shall be 
given such disabled member for the period 
he was receiving a disability pension. In 
addition to his pension such disabled mem- 
ber, at his attainment of age sixty (60), 
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shall receive an annuity which shall be the 
equivalent of the annuity he would have 
received had he continued contributions to 
the Annuity Savings Fund, said contribu- 
tions to be based upon his final compensa- 
tion at the time of his disability retirement. 


(c) During the period a disabled meéem- 
ber is receiving a disability pension, as pro- 
vided for in Paragraph (a) of this Section, 
his contributions into the Annuity Savings 
Fund shall be suspended and his balance 
in the Annuity Savings Fund, standing to 
his credit as of the date his disability pen- 
sion is to begin, is to remain in the An- 
nuity Savings, Fund; Provided, that if the 
disabled member should die before attaining 
age sixty (60), while a disability bene- 
ficiary, his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, as of the date his disability 
pension began, shall be paid to such per- 
son or persons having an insurable. inter- 
est in his life as he shall have nominated 
by written designation duly executed and 
filed with the Board of Trustees. 


Part C—-Ordinary Disability Retirement 
Allowance 


Section 1. Non-Duty Disability Incurred. 


Subject to the provisions of Part H of 
this Article, upon application of a mem- 
ber, or of the head of his department, a 
member who is in the service of the Cit 
and has served the City at least ten (10 
years, becomes totally and permanently in- 
capacitated for duty as the result of causes 
occurring not in the actual performance of 
duty to the City, may be retired by the 
Board of Trustees; Provided, the Medical 
Director after a medical examination of 
such member, shall certify that such mem- 
ber is mentally or physically incapacitated 
for the further performance of duty, and 
such incapacity is likely to be permanent 
and that such member should be retired. 


Part D—<Accidental Death Benefits 


Section 1. Death Incurred in Line of 
Duty. If a member be killed in the per- 
formance of his duty or dies as a result of 
illness contracted or injuries received while 
in the performance of his duty to the City, 
and such death, illness, or injuries resulting 
in death, be found by the Board of Trustees 
to have resulted from the performance of 
his duty to the City, there shall be paid: 


(a) Accumulated Contributions. The 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
in the Annuity Savings Fund to such per- 
son having an insurable interest in his 
life as he shall have nominated by written 
designation, duly executed and filed with 
the Board of Trustees, or if there be no 
such designated person, then to his legal 
representatives, and 


(b) Widow’s Benefits—Children’s Bene- 
fits Widow Living. A pension of one-third 
(1/3) of the final compensation of such 
member to be paid to his widow, if he 
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leaves a widow, to continue during her 
widowhood. If a child or children, under 
the age of eighteen (18) years also survive 
the deceased employee, each child under 
age eighteen (18) years shall receive a 
proportionate share of one-fourth (4) of: 
the deceased member’s final compensation. 
If any child dies or marries or attains age 
eighteen (18), there shall be a redistribu- 
tion by the Board of Trustees to the sur- 
viving children under age eighteen (18), 
but in no event shall any child receive 
more than one-fourth (44) of final com- 
pensation. The total amount to be paid 
under this Paragraph shall not exceed fif- 
teen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per annum. 


(c) Children’s Benefits if Widow Dies or 
Remarries. If there be no widow or if the 
widow dies or remarries before the young- 
est surviving child of such deceased mem- 
ber shall have attained the age of eighteen 
(18) years, then his child or children under 
such age, if he leaves children, shall each 
receive in lieu of all other benefits, except 
as provided in Paragraph (a) of this Sec- 
tion, a pension equal to one-fourth (44) of 
the deceased member’s final compensation, 
-but in no event shall the total so paid, in 
any one year, exceed one-half (14) of his 
final compensation. If there be more than 
two (2) surviving children under age 
eighteen (18), each child shall receive a 
proportionate share of such one-half (1%) 
of his final compensation. If any child dies 
or marries or attains the age of eighteen 
(18) years, there shall be a redistribution 
by the Board of Trustees to the surviving 
children under such age, but in no event 
shall any child receive more than one- 
fourth (44) of his final compensation in 
any one (1) year. The total amount to be 
paid under this Paragraph shall not ex- 
ceed fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per 
annum. 


(d) Dependent Parents Benefits. If there 


be neither widow nor children under age — 


eighteen (18) surviving the deceased mem- 
ber, then there shall be paid to his depend- 
ent father and/or dependent mother as the 
Board of Trustees after investigation shall 
determine to have been actually dependent 


upon such deceased member through ab- © 


sence of earning power due to physical dis- 
ability, a pension of one-sixth (1/6) of the 
deceased member’s final compensation for 
each dependent parent; provided that in no 
event shall the amount to be paid to either 
parent exceed six hundred dollars ($600.00) 
per annum, nor shall the total amount to 
be paid to both parents, exceed nine hund- 
red dollars ($900.00) per annum. 


(e) Burial Expense. If a member dies 
intestate, without having nominated a per- 
son or persons as beneficiary, as provided 
in Paragraph (a) of this Section, and with- 
out heirs, the amount of his accumulated 
contributions in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
not to exceed a reasonable sum as deter- 
mined by the Board of Trustees, shall be 
used to pay his burial expenses, provided 
he leaves no other estate sufficient for such 
purpose. Any balances credited to such 
member in the Annuity Fund, and not used 
for burial expenses, shall remain a part of 
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the funds of the Retirement System and 
shall be transferred to the Pension Ac- 
cumulation Fund. 


(f) Limitations. The benefits provided 
in this Section shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of Part G of this Article. 


Part G—Pensions Offset by Compensation 
Benefits 


Section 1. Any amounts which may be 
paid or payable under the provisions of any 
workmen’s compensation, or pension, or 
similar law to a member or beneficiary or 
to the dependents of a.member or bene- 
ficiary, on account of any disability or 
death, shall be offset against and payable 
in lieu of any benefits payable out of funds 
provided by the City under the provisions 
of this Retirement System on account of 
the same disability or death. 


x 


Part H—Re-examination of Beneficiaries 
Retired on Account of Disability 


Section 1. (a) Re-examination of Dis- 
ability Beneficiaries. Once each year dur- 
ing the first five (5) years following retire- 
ment of a member on a disability retire- 
ment allowance, and at least once in every 
three (3) year period thereafter, the Board 
of Trustees may, and upon the member’s 
application shall, require any disability 
beneficiary, who has not attained age sixty 
(60) to undergo a medical examination; 
such examination to be made by or under 
the direction of the Medical Director at 
the place of residence of said beneficiary, 
or other place mutually agreed upon. 
Should any disability beneficiary, who has 
not attained age sixty (60), refuse to sub- 
mit to such medical examination in any 
such period by or under the direction of 
the Medical Director, his disability retire- 
ment allowance may be discontinued until 
his withdrawal of such refusal, and should 
such refusal continue for one (1) year, all 
his rights in and to his pension may be 
revoked by the Board of Trustees. If, upon 
such medical examination of a beneficiary, 
the Medical Director reports and his report 
is concurred in by the Board of Trustees, 
that the beneficiary is physically able and 
capable of resuming employment, he shall 
be restored to active service with the City 
and his disability retirement allowance 
shall cease. 


(b) Adjustment of Disability Retirement . 


Allowance. Should the Secretary report 
and certify to the Board of Trustees that 
such disability beneficiary is engaged in 
a gainful occupation paying more than the 
difference between his disability retirement 
allowance and his final compensation, and 
should the Board of Trustees concur in 
such report, then the amount of his pension 
shall be reduced to an amount which to- 
gether with his annuity, if he has an an- 
nuity, and the amount earned by him shall 
equal the amount of his final compensation. 
Should his earnings be later changed, the 
amount of. his pension may be further 
modified in like manner. 
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(c) Reinstatement to Service of Dis- 
ability Beneficiary. A disability beneficiary 
who has been or shall be reinstated to ac- 
tive service, as provided in this Section, 
shall from the date of such .restoration 
again become a member of the Retirement 
System; and he shall contribute to the 
said System thereafter in the same man- 
ner as prior to ‘his disability retirement. 


Article VII. 


Method of Financing 


Funds of the Retirement System. All 
the assets of the Retirement System shall 
be credited to one of three funds, accord- 
‘ ing to the purpose for which they are held, 
namely, the Annuity Savings Fund, An- 
nuity Reserve Fund, and Pension Accumu- 
lation Fund. All funds of the Retirement 
System shall be held for the sole purpose 
of meeting disbursements for pensions, an- 
nuities, and other payments authorized by 
the provisions of this ordinance, and shall 
be used for no other purpose.. The descrip- 
tion of the various funds of the Retirement 
System in this Article shall be interpreted 
to refer to the accounting records of the 
Retirement System and not to the segrega- 
tion of moneys of the Retirement System. 


Section 3. (a) Pension Accumulation 

nd. The Pension Accumulation Fund 
shall be the fund in which shall be accumu- 
lated reserves for the payment of all pen- 
sions and other benefits payable from the 
contributions made by the City and from 
which shall be paid all pensions, and other 
benefits in lieu of pensions, to members 
and beneficiaries. Contributions to and 
payments from the Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall be made as follows: 


(b) City’s Contributions for Future 
Service. Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables 
as the Board of Trustees shall adopt, the 
Actuary shall annually compute the amount 
of contribution, which if paid annually by 
the City during the entire prospective City 
service of members would be sufficient to 
provide for the pension reserves, required 
at the time of their discontinuance from 
City service, to cover the basic pensions, 
membership service pensions, and disability 
pensions to which they might be entitled, 
or which might be payable because of their 
City service as members, and for the 
amounts of cash benefits and accidental 
death benefits which might be payable on 
their account by the City. The Board of 
Trustees shall have appropriated annually 
the amount ascertained and the City shall 
pay into this fund during the ensuing fiscal 
year the amount so determined. 


(c) City’s Contributions for Prior Serv- 
ice. Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board of Trustees shall adopt, the 
Actuary shall compute annually the re- 
serve liabilities, for prior service credit 
to members. The prior service liabilities, 
as computed, shall be amortized, assuming 
regular interest, over a period of years to 
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be determined by the Board of Trustees, but 
not to exceed thirty (30) years. The Board 
of Trustees shall have appropriated annu- 
ally and the City shall pay into the Pension 
Accumulation Fund, the amortizedon pay- 
ment so determined. 


(d) Appropriations for Deficiencies. If 
the amounts appropriated in the budget 
for any year is insufficient to pay in full 
the amount due in said year to all bene- 
ficiaries of the Pension Accumulation Fund 
the amount of such insufficiency shall 
thereupon be provided by the appropriating 
authorities of the City. 


Article VIII. 


Management of Funds 
Section 2. Allowance of Regular Interest. 


The Board of Trustees annually shall allow 
regular interest on the mean amount of 
assets in each of the funds for the pre- 
ceding year; Provided, however, that in- 
terest on contributions from members 
credited to the Annuity Savings Fund with- 
in any one calendar year shall begin on 
the ,first day of the calendar year next 
following and shall be computed and 
credited at the end of the calendar year. 
The amounts so allowed shall be due and 
payable to said funds and shall be credited 
thereto annually by the Board of Trustees 
from interest and other earnings on the 
moneys of the Retirement System. Any 
additional amount required to meet the 
regular interest on the funds of the Re- 
tirement System shall be paid by the City 
and any excess of earnings over such 
amount required shall be credited to the 
Pension Accumulation Fund. 


Ald. Wiegandt introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Section 4 of “An 
Ordinance to regulate and control the alco- 
holic liquor traffic within the City of Lan- 
sing; and to provide penalties for the 
violation thereof.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 4 of, “An Ordinance 
to regulate and control the alcoholic liquor 
traffic within the City of Lansing: and to 
provide penalties for the violation thereof,” 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 4. No person shall sell beer, and/ 
or wine, and/or spirits for consumption on 
the premises within the City of Lansing 
without having obtained the approval of 
the City Council of said City to an appli- 
cation for a license so to sell as required 
by the statutes of the State of Michigan. 
THE CITY COUNCIL MAY AUTHORIZE 
THE TRANSFER OF A LICENSE UPON 
peeee * OF $25.00 TO THE CITY 
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Ald. Eddy introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 11, Para- 
graph 3, of the Ordinance entitled, ‘‘An 
Ordinance to regulate and restrict the 
location of trades and industries and the 
location of buildings designed for specified 
uses, to regulate and limit the height and 
bulk of buildings hereafter erected or al- 
tered, to regulate and determine the area 
of yards, courts and other open spaces sur- 
rounding buildings, to limit and restrict 
the maximum number of families which 
may be housed in dwellings hereafter erect- 
ed or altered, and for said purposes to 
divide the City into districts and within 
‘such districts to regulate and restrict the 
erection, construction, reconstruction, alter-

Section 11, Paragraph 3, of 
the Ordinance entitled, ““An Ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of build- 
ings designed for specified uses, to regulate 
and limit the height and bulk of buildings 
hereafter erected or altered, to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the City into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Russell introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


By Ald. Russell— 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND 
LICENSE NEW AND USED AUTOMO- 
BILE DEALERS IN THE CITY OF LAN- 
SING, MICHIGAN, AND TO PROVIDE. 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 


‘The City of Lansing Ordains: 


NOVEMBER 20, 1944 


Section 1—Definitions. Unless it appears 
in the context that a different meaning is 
intended the following words shall have 
the meaning given them by this ordinance: 


“Person” shall mean and include every 
person, firm, association or corporation. 


“New Automobile Dealer’ shall mean 
any person holding a bonafide franchise 
for the sale of new automobiles, wholesale 
or retail, and having a current year Michi- 
gan Motor Vehicle Dealer’s License. 


“Used Automobile Dealer’’ shall mean 
any person who carries on or conducts the 
business of buying, selling or dealing in 
used automobiles, included also shall be 
any person who for profit or reward of 
any kind, buys, sells or attempts to buy 
or sell a used automobile for another per- 
son, whether directly or indirectly, or by 
use of any subterfuge or stratagem, what- 
ever, also any ‘‘New Automobile Dealer” 
dealing in used cars in any manner what- 
ever. 


Section 2——-Licenses. No person shall en- . 


gage in business as a New Automobile 
Dealer or Used Automobile Dealer in the 
City of Lansing without first having se- 
cured a license from the City Clerk as 
herein provided. Isolated transactions, not 
in the course of repeated and successive 
sales are not prohibited by this ordinance. 


Section 3—Applications for License. The 
application for license as a New or Used 
Automobile Dealer shall be made to the 
City Council, by the owner or authorized 
agent upon blanks to be furnished by the 
City Clerk and shall contain: 


(A) The full name, age and residence 
of the owner. 


(B) The site or sites upon which such 
business is to be conducted. 


(C) Whether previously licensed as a 
new or used automobile dealer in the City 
of Lansing, and date. 


(D) Length of time in business as an 
automobile dealer, continuously, prior to 
this application. 


(E) The number of the State Motor Ve- 
hicle Dealer’s License for the current year, 
and the State of Michigan Sales Tax Per- 
mit Number. 


(F) Said application shall be signed by 
three (3) persons of good repute and citi- 
zens of the City of Lansing, certifying to 
the reputation, fair fame and moral char- 
acter of the applicant or applicants. 


(G) The trade name under which the 
business is to be conducted. If it is a 
partnership, the names and addresses of 
the partners. If a corporation, the names 
and addresses of its executive officers and 
the principal stockholders. 


The said application shall be subscribed 
and sworn to by the applicant and filed 
with the City Clerk. The application shall 
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be immediately referred by the City Clerk 
to the City Council, which shall cause an 
investigation to be made of the fitness of 
the applicant as to character and ability 
to conduct such a business, and said appli- 
cation shall be referred to the City Build- 
ing Department for approval as to the site 
upon which the business is to be conducted. 
If in the opinion of the City Council after 
receiving the recommendations of the City 
Building Department, the person making 
the application is a proper person and the 
place to be used is zoned for such business 
and is licensed by the Secretary of State 
and has a Sales Tax permit, it may author- 
ize the granting of the license by the City 
Clerk upon payment of the license fee. 
Said license shall expire on April 30th fol- 
lowing the date of issuance. No license 
shall issue until 30 days have elapsed from 
the date the application is filed with the 
City Clerk. Licenses shall be publically dis- 
played at the sites licensed. The principal 
place of business of the licensee and an 
adjoining lot shall be considered as one 
site. 


Section 4—License Fee. The license fee 
herein provided for the site which is used 
as the principal place of business of the 
licensee shall be one hundred fifty ($150.00) 
dollars for the first year or fraction thereof 
and fifty ($50.00) dollars for each consecu- 
tive year, and twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
for each year or fraction thereof for each 
additional site. 


Section 5—Records. Every Licensee shall 
keep in his principal place of business a 
record of the purchase and sale of all auto- 
mobiles and all such other records as are 
required by the Secretary of State of Mich- 
igan which are now in force by law or 
which may hereafter be required, the same 
to be kept up to date and legibly written 
in the English language, and all such 
records and stock in trade shall be open 
to the inspection of the Chief of Police 
or any member of the Police Department 
designated by him, without the formality 
of legal process. 


Section 6—Bond. Each licensee in addi- 
tion to the license fee prescribed herein, 
and as a condition precedent to obtaining a 
license under this ordinance shall file with 
the City Clerk a bond in the penal sum 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) run- 
ning to the City of Lansing, with a good 
and sufficient surety thereon, said Bond 
and Surety to have the approval of the 
City Attorney. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall have suffered loss or 
damage by reason of the operations of the 
licensee or of the failure of any licensee 
hereunder to observe faithfully the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall have a right 
of action for the recovery of money or dam- 
ages, or both, on the bond herein required 
and the surety thereon. 


Section 7—Place of Business. All places 
of business and sites upon which a license 
has been issued as aforesaid, ‘shall be kept 
neat and orderly, at all times and on open 
lots, automobiles shall not be parked closer 
than one foot to the lot lines. No places 
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of business or sites shall be,kept open for’ 


the exhibition or sale of new or used auto- 
mobiles on Sunday. 


Section 8—Dealers License Plates. Each 
licensee shall purchase from the Secretary 
of State and have in his possession at least 
two sets of current dealers license plates, 
and shall use such dealers license Plates 
upon all automobiles not registered in the 
name of said dealer when being used and 
driven upon the streets of the City of 
Lansing. of

Section 9—Public Liability Insuranee. - 


Each licensee shall carry public liability 
and property damage insurance in. an 
amount of at least ten thousand ($10,- 
000.00) dollars public liability, and five 
thousand ($5,000.00) dollars property dam- 
age insurance upon each automobile oper- 
ated by him upon the streets of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 10—Repossessions. Each liepnaae 
who shall seize or repossess any automobile 
for any reason whatsoever, with or with- 
out legal process, unless the automobile. is 
voluntarily delivered by the possessor to 
the repossessor, shall immediately make a 


report in writing of such action to the. 


Police Department of the City of Lansing. 


‘Section 11—Auction Sales. Any. new or 


used car dealer, within six months from > 


the time of beginning such business, shall 
be prohibited from holding an auction sale 
of stock in trade. 


Section 12. Licenses granted under this 
ordinance may be transferred from one lo- 
cation to another, with the approval of 
the City Council, but shall not be trans- 
ferred from one dealer to another. 


Section 13. All ordinances or parts: of: 


ordinances inconsistent or in confiict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


Section 14. Should any provisions or 
sections of this ordinance be held uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, such holding shall 
not be construed as affecting the validity 
of any of the remaining provisions or sec- 


tions, it being the intent that this ordi- . 


nance shall stand notwithstanding the in- 
validity of any provision or section.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Coller introduced the following Ordi- 
nance which was read a first ‘and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance regulating the use of 
equipment, devices, appliances and appara- 
tus which interfere with radio transmitting 
or reception and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to maintain 
or operate any equipment, device, appli- 
ance or apparatus in the City of Lansing 
which generates or causes high frequency 
oscillations which interfere with radio 
transmitting or reception: Provided, that 
X-ray pictures, examinations or treatments 
and diathermy treatments may be made 
if the machine or apparatus therefor is 
equipped to avoid all unnecessary or reason- 
ably preventable interference and are not 
negligently operated. 


Section 2. The Board of Water and 
Electric Light Commissioners shal] appoint 
a Radio Inspector to investigate complaints 
of interference with radio transmitting and 
reception and he is hereby given authority, 
upon presenting his evidence of authority, 
to have a right of access to any premises 
at any reasonable hour for the purpose of 
inspecting any equipment, device, appli- 
ance or apparatus, coming within the 
terms of this ordinance, to determine if 
such equipment, device, appliance and ap- 
paratus complies with the terms of this 
ordinance and it shall be unlawful for any 
person to interfere with said Radio In- 
spector in making such inspection or to 
refuse to allow the Radio Inspector to 
enter upon the premises for such purpose. 


Section 38. When an inspection and test 
shall have been made, by said Radio In- 
spector, and it is found that such equip- 
ment, device, appliance or apparatus. is 
being operated in violation of this ordi- 
nance the person responsible for such oper- 
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ation shall be notified in writing to discon- 
tinue the use of said equipment, device, 
appliance and apparatus or to make addi- 
tions, repairs, or modifications thereof, in 
order that the same may be operated in 
@ manner which complies with the pro- 
vision of this ordinance. Such notice may 
be given personally to said person or by 
registered mail, addressed to said person. 
In the event that said person, within 48 
hours after receipt of such notice to re- 
pair or discontinue the use of said equip- 
ment, device, appliance or apparatus, does 
not entirely discontinue its use or repair 
the same so that it complies with this ordi- 
nance, such person shall be deemed to be 
operating the same in violation thereof. 


Section 4. No provision of this ordinance 
shall be construed as regulating any equip- 
ment, device, appliance or apparatus used 
in interstate commerce where the same is 
licensed or regulated by any Act of the 
Congress of the United States. 


Section 5. Any person who violates any 
provision of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $100.00 
or imprisonment of not more than 90 days, 
or both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. Each person shall 
be deemed guilty of a separate offense for 
each day during any portion of which any 
violation of the provisions of this ordinance 
is committed, continued or permitted.

I am also recommending to the City 
Council that the following changes in rout- 
ing be permitted to Mr. Eberly in order 
to reach his new terminal. Busses coming 
in on West Michigan Avenue will proceed 
east to Butler Street, then south one block 
to Allegan Street; east on Allegan to Capi- 
tol Avenue; south’ on Capitol Avenue to 
Kalamazoo Street; east on Kalamazoo 
Street to Grand Avenue; north on Grand 
Avenue to the terminal. On the return 
route, the busses will go south on River 
Street to Kalamazoo Street and then Sara 
low the same route.

An item amounting to $5,000.00 was ap- 
propriated in the 1942-43 budget for the 
purpose of filling the old Mill Race under 
Grand River Avenue in North Lansing. A 
serious fire hazard had been created by the 
opening of a gasoline filling station on the 
site of the Breisch Milling Company which 
was located over part of the Mill Race, 
and it was proposed that the entire unfilled 
section of the Mill Race should be filled to 
eliminate this hazard. 


During the last three years attempts 
have been made to reach a satisfactory 
agreement with the owners of the proper- 
ties and the operator of the Filling Station. 
On December 6th, 1943, the City Council 
authorized the signing of an agreement 
for the filling of that part of the Mill 
Race which was located on the property 
of Mrs. Emma L. Breisch and a similar 
agreement covering property on the south 
side of Grand River Avenue owned by J. 
Clyde Kinney. 


The agreement was satisfactory to Mr. 
Kinney, but I have been unable to reach a 
satisfactory agreement with the persons 
to whom Mrs. Breisch has leased the filling 
station property.

The handling or storage of explosives, 
fireworks or other similar highly combust- 
ible materials, except that special permis- 
sion may be granted by the Department for 
the use of explosives in the fire limits with 
the approval of the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, and for the selling at retail of 
fireworks from June 15 to July 65.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Eddy introduced the following 
Ordinance, “‘An Ordinance to amend Sec- 
tion 2 of an Ordinance creating a City 
Plan Commission” which was read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Plan Commission. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 2 of an Ordinance 
creating a City Plan Commission is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 2: The Commission shall consist 
of the Mayor, an administrative officer 
selected by the Mayor, a member of the 
council selected by it, the City Traffic En- 
gineer and six persons, one of whom may 
be a member of the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, and one of whom shall be a member 
of the building craft of organized labor, 
all six appointed by the Mayor, subject to 
the approval by a majority vote of the 
council. All members of the commission 
shall serve as such without compensation 
and the appointed members shall hold no 
other municipal office except that one of 
such appointed members may‘be a member 
of the Zoning Board of Adjustment or 
Appeals. The terms of ex-officio members 
shall correspond to their respective official 
tenures, except that the term of the ad- 
ministrative official] selected by the Mayor 
shall terminate with the term of the Mayor 
selecting him. The term of each appointed 
member, where six are appointed, shall be 
three years or until his successor takes 
office except that the respective terms of 
two of the members first appointed shall 
be for one year and two for two years.
